Section 12. Nominating Petitions. 


To obtain the placing of the names of 
candidates upon the voting machines or on 
ballots when used at any primary electiun, 
nominating petitions therein filed with the 
city clerk containing the signatures of 
duly qualified electors equal in number to 
not less than one percent of or more than 
four percent of the total number of regis- 
tered voters within the city for a_ city 
office or within any ward or district of 
the city for a ward or district office. Such 
nominating petitions shall be received by 
the city clerk up to the hour of four 
o’clock P. M. recognized city time on the 
20th day before such primary election. In 
determining the number of signatures re- 
quired hereunder, the percentage shall be 
based upon the total number cf registered 
voters as of the date ninety days prier to 
the last day for filing nominating  peti- 
tions. 


The form of the nominating petition 
shall be as follows:

The person circulating any nomination 
petition for signatures shall certify under 
oath the genuiness of the signatures ap- 
pearing on such petition and no petitions 
shall be received and filed by the city clerk 
unless so certified. 


With each such petition there shall be 
deposited with the city clerk a fee in the 
sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100), ex- 
cept that for the office of alderman, a 
nominating petition for such office may be 
filed with the city clerk upon the deposit 
of a fee in the sum of Fifty Dollars ($50). 
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After the filing of a nominating peti- 
tion by or in behalf of any candidate pro- 
posed for any city office, such candidate 
shall not be permitted to withdraw unless 
written notice is served on the city clerk 
not later than three days after the last 
day for filing such petition. All filing 
fees so deposited shall be paid to the city 
treasurer and shall not be returned except 
as herein otherwise provided. Within three 
days subsequent to the final certification 
of the results of any primary election by 
the board of city canvassers on account of 
which such deposits were made, the city 
treasurer shall secure from the city clerk 
a certificate showing the total number of 
votes cast at such primary election for 
each candidate for the various city offices 
and the address as shown on the nominat- 
ing petition. It shall then be the duty of 
the city treasurer to forward by registered 
mail to each such candidate a statement 
showing the total number of votes cast for 
each candidate seeking nomination for the 
office which such candidate was a _ con- 
testant. If a candidate at any such prim- 
ary election, shall have received a number 
of votes equal to not less than fifty per- 
cent of the total vote cast for the suveess- 
ful nominee receiving the highest number 
of votes for any office, the city treasurer 
shall refund to such candidate an aniount 
equal to the sum deposited at the time the 
nominating petition was filed. If any 
candidates receives a total number cf votes 
equal to less than fifty per ent of the 
total number of votes received by the suc- 
cessful nominee receiving the highest num- 
ber of votes for any office, such defeated 
candidate shall be notified by the city 
treasurer that the fee deposited has been 
forfeited. Deposits forfeited under this 
section shall be paid into and credited to 
the general fund of the city. 


Resolved further, that the foregoing 
amendment be presented to the electors of 
the City of Lansing for their approval at 
the election to be held in said city on the 
6th day of April, 1936. 


Resolved further, that the city clerk be, 
and she is hereby directed to prepare, or 
cause to be prepared, the voting machines 
of said city for said election substantially 
in manner and form as follows: 


FORM OF BALLOT

Resolved further, that the votes cast 
upon such question shall be counted, re- 
turned and canvassed in like manner as 
prescribed for the counting, returning and 
canvassing of ballots of a general mu- 
nicipal election as prescribed in the Char- 
ter of the City of Lansing and the laws 
of the State of Michigan. 


Resolved further, that the city clerk give 
notice of the submission of the proposed 
charter amendment in accordance with the 
law relative to municipal elections of the 
City of Lansing, and further that she 
cause a true copy of this resolution to be 
posted on the bulletin boards in said city as 
prescribed by the City Charter, and that 
such posting be at least two weeks }rior 
to the day upon which said proposed char- 
ter amendment shall be voted upon as here- 
in provided.

Section 2. That said City of Lansing 
agrees to abide by all the rules and regu- 
lations relating to such grant, a copy of 
which rules and regulations were annexed 
to the Government’s offer and made a part 
thereof. 


Section 8. That the City Clerk be aud 
she is hereby authorized and directed forth- 
with to send to the. Federal Emergency 
Administration of Public Works three cer- 
tified copies of this resolution and three 
certified copies of the proceedings of this 
Council in connection with the adoption 
of this resolution, and such further docu- 
ments or proofs in connection with the ac- 
ceptance of said offer as may be requested 
by the Federal Emergency Administration 
of Public Works.

ORDINANCES. 


Ald. Smith introduced the following 
Ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance prescribing the procedure 
to acquire or construct a natural gas 
utility, establishing the management there- 
of, providing for the submission to the 
qualified electors of the city the proposition 
to acquire or construct such utility includ- 
ing a bond issue to finance the same and 
providing for establishing gas rates. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined to 
be a public necessity and necessary public 
improvement that a public utility be ac- 
quired or constructed to supply the City 
of Lansing and the inhabitants 
thereof with natural gas, _ including 
the acquisition of gas wells or leases or 
contracts for the supply of a sufficient 
quantity of natural gas together with the 
construction or acquisition of a pipe line 
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from natural gas fields to the City of 
Lansing and gas-mains and all other build- 
ings necessary for a complete system of 
natural gas works. 


Section 2. The Board of Water-Works 
and Electric Lighting, acting under’ the 
provisions of Chapter 20 of the City Char- 
ter, shall have full, complete and entire 
charge, management, maintenance, repair 
and control of acquiring, planning, con- 
structing, operating, maintenance and re- 
pairing, all works of every kind for the 
purpose of supplying the city and the in- 
habitants thereof with gas; said board 
shall acquire all materials and _ supplies 
therefor, including the right of way for 
gas pipes, pipe lines, and grounds for lo- 
cation for all necesary buildings, including 
gas wells or leases or contracts for the 
supply of gas and shall make all contracts 
pertaining thereto. The conveyance of 
such right of ways and the title of all 
grounds so purchased or otherwise secured, 
shall be taken in the name of the City of 
Lansing, and said gas works and every- 
thing pertaining thereto, shall be the prop- 
erty of the City of Lansing and all con- 
tracts and purchases made by the board, 
shall be in the name of the City of Lan- 
sing. 


Section 3. The secretary of said board 
shall keep a complete record of all the 
proceedings of the board with reference to 
the gas works and shall keep a full, com- 
plete and separate account of the receipts 
and expenditures on account thereof. Said 
board shall have power to establish rates 
for the furnishing of gas to inhabitants of 
the city, and shall be charged with the 
maintenance of rates sufficient to meet 
charges for interest and principal of any 
bonds which may be issued in connection 
with such utility as are hereinafter pro- 
vided for. The Superintendent of said 
board shall have such charge, control and 
management, of the constructing, operat- 
ing, maintaining and repairing of the gas- 
plant of the city, as shall be prescribed by 
the board. 


Section 4. The question of borrowing 
the sum of $4,400,000 upon the faith and 
credit of the City of Lansing and the issu- 
ance of the bonds of said city for the pur- 
pose of defraying the necessary expense of 
the acquisition of an adequate supply of 
gas and of necessary lands, the acquisition 
and construction of a pipe line and neces- 
sary buildings and the purchase of ma- 
chinery, equipment and supplies for a mu- 
nicipal natural gas works shall be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the qualified electors 
of the City of Lansing who have property 
assessed for taxes in said city, at a spe- 
cial election to be held on the __.._...day of 
RS Se SOR PoP EAT » 1936. 


Section 5. Said bonds, if authorized by 
a three-fifths vote of the qaulified electors 
owning property as aforesaid and voting 
thereon, shall be designated “City of Lan- 
sing Gas Works Bonds,’’ and shall be issued 
and sold by the City of Lansing in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the city char- 
ter relative to the issuance and sale of 
bonds for public utilities; said bonds to be 
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dated at such time or times as shall be 
prescribed by the city council and to be- 
come due and payable not exceeding thirty 
years from the date of issue, at su:h time 
or times as the city council shall, by reso- 
lution, prescribe. Said bonds shall bear 
interest at a rate not to exceed five per 
cent per annum, payable annually or semi- 
annually, as the council by resolution may 
prescribe. Both principal and interest may 
be made payable at the office of the city 
treasurer of the City of Lansing or at 
such other place or places as the council 
may, by resolution, prescribe. 


Section 6. The city clerk shall prepare 
the question to be placed upon the voting 
machines substantially in manner and form 
as follows: 


“Shall the City of Lansing acquire or 


construct a natural gas public utility and 
issue bonds of the City of Lansing in the 
sum of $4,400,000, for the purpose of pur- 
chasing natural gas, land, machinery and 
equipment and acquiring or constructing 
a pipe line, gas mains, necessary build- 
ings and other requirements for a com- 
plete gas works system as prescribed in a 
certain ordinance of the city council en- 
titled ‘‘An Ordinance prescribing the pro- 
cedure to acquire or construct a natural 
gas utility, establishing the management 
thereof, providing for the submission to 
the qualified electors of the city the propo- 
sition to acquire or construct such utility, 
including a bond issue to finance the same 
and providing for the regulation of gas 
rates.”

Section 7. The city clerk shall prepare 
sufficient ballots to supply the demand for 
absent voters’ ballots substantially in man- 
ner and form as above set forth. 


Section 8. The votes cast upon. such 
proposed bond issue shall be counted, re- 
turned and canvassed in like manner as 
prescribed in the city charter and the laws 
of the State of Michigan. The polls shall 
be open at seven o’clock in the morning 
and remain open until eight o’clock in the 
evening, Eastern Standard time, of said 
day. The city clerk shall give notice of 
such special election at which said pro- 
posed bond issue is to be submitted to the 
electors of the City of Lansing as pre- 
scribed in the charter and the laws of the 
State of Michigan for holding special elec- 
tions in the City of Lansing. 


Section 9. The Board of Water-Works 
and Electrie Lighting shall make and adopt 
such rules and regulations as_ shall be 
deemed necessary for the furnishing of 
natural gas to the inhabitants of the city 
and shall have full authority to fix all rates 
therefor.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
Gentlemen of the Council: 


The year just closed has been satisfac- 
tory from the standpoint of city operation. 
Indeed it may be said fhat 1935 was the 
best year for Lansing since the depression 
began in 1930. Business has been much 
better, employment more steady, thereby 
permitting more citizens to pay their back 
taxes. These conditions have been reflect- 
ed to the benefit of the city’s financial con- 
dition. All current bills are paid. 


There is on hand in the city  treas- 


ury sufficient money to meet the expenses 
of the balance of the fiscal year. A year 
ago the outstanding bonds of the city 
amounted to $4,732,000, which was divided 
as follows: 


Water and Electric Bd. __... $2,677,000 
Less Water and Lt. Bonding 
in sinking fund —............ 103,000 


$2,574,000 


General City Bonds _._.. 2,158,000 


_ $4,732,000 
Today the bonded debt is: 


Water and Elt. Lt. Bonds _$1,5138,000 
General City Bonds _......... 1,923,000 


$3,436,000 


This is a net reduction of $1,296,000 dur- 
ing the past year. Of the above total of 
$3,436,000 of outstanding bonds $439,500 
are owned by City Departments, $237,500 
being held by the Water and Light Board, 
and $202,000 being held by the Cemetery 
Department Perpetual Care Fund. In addi- 
tion the Water Board has $600,000 in Gov- 
ernment Bonds. This sum is held for 
working capital. 


The real way to tax reduction without 


. impairing progress is to continue the pol- 


icy of extinguishing the City’s Debt. I 
recommend that we watch the small ex- 
penditures as well as the larger ones. 


The progress of the city for the year 
1985 was marked by the construction of a 
modern dam across the river by the water 
board and the elimination of the unsani- 
tary mill race; the rebuilding of the Mich- 
igan Avenue bridge, the improvement with 
Black Top of 14 miles of gravel streets; 
the construction of a new _ road- 
way between the Olds and Durant 
plants; the building of 2 miles of sewers ; 
the acquiring of Comstock Park, as well 
as many minor improvements. 


Recreation 


The city has a well defined plan to fur- 
nish recreation to all of its citizens. It 
has in the past provided facilities for 
basketball, soft ball, swimming, golf and 
many other sports. In addition it has pro- 
vided playgrounds for children. 


During 19385 city planned recreation 
reached its highest point—more people 
having participated in the games than in 
any previous year. 


The most popular sport from the stand- 
point of attendance was soft ball. It is 
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estimated that the attendance at this sport 
was 250,000. Soft ball reached its climax 
in September when the State Tournament 
was held here. 


The cost of all recreation amounted to 
about two cents per attendant and about 
fourteen cents for each resident of the city. 


Municipal recreation builds physical 
health and moral character. It provides 
a wholesome use of leisure time. I believe 
that the activities of the recreation de 
partment greatly lessens the cost of cer- 
tain other departments of government. It 
is the aim of the city to provide a place 
in each section where both youngsters and 
adults may enjoy good wholesome games 
and where children may play in safety. I 
recommend that the council give encour- 
agement to the maintenance of our present 
playgrounds and that it also make provi- 
sion for the development of the newly ac- 
quired Comstock Park and also that the 
parcel of Railroad land now being acquired 
in the south end be fitted for public use 
during the coming summer. 


Traflic 


During the year just passed there have 
been ten fatal accidents caused by auto 
mobiles on the city streets, as well as 
many less serious accidents. «The city has 
a traffic ordinance similar in most respects 
to rules governing traffic in other cities. 
It is apparent that these killings in our 
streets cannot be stopped by legislation 
alone. The cheapest, best and most effi- 
cient method of correction would be for 
each motorist to observe strictly the traf- 
fic laws, but since many motorists refuse 
this method it seems that the council must 
provide more traffic police men. The 
pedestrian shovld be regulated as well as 
the automobile. I recommend that the 
council give serious thought to this sub- 
ject. The slaughter must stop. 


Natural Gas 


Natural gas is destined to become one 
of Michigan’s most profitable industries. 
Development to date show that this state 
has a very large supply of this cheap fuel. 
It should be made available to the cities at 
very reasonable rates. I am anxious that 
Lansing shall profit from this new indus- 
try. The council wisely selected a com- 


petent engineer to gather all the facts ° 


concerning natural gas. The result of his 
research should be widely published as soon 
as available so that every voter may be in- 
former when he is asked to vote on the 
question. I recommend that this question 
ae submitted to the voters at a very early 
ate. 


Improvements 


The city should continue a moderate pro- 
gram of improvements. The sewer system 
should be extended so that every section 
of the city can be served. 
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The method of improving the gravel 7 


streets with black top has proven satisfac- 
tory. ‘Black Top’? was largely developed 


by the city of Lansing. It is no longer an | 


experiment. It should be continued this 
year. 


A start should be made toward fitting up 
the newly acquired market site. 


In order to facilitate the movement of 
traffic, some of the downtown _ streets 
should be widened. I suggest that Capitol 
Avenue be widened from Ottawa Street 
north to Shiawassee Street. Federal aid 
can no doubt be obtained for these im- 
provements. All improvements should be 
made in moderation so that the budget need 
not be increased. 


I am grateful to the council for the fine 
cooperation given during the year just 
closed. The city was able to carry out its 
plans for the year in a sucessful manner, 
because of the business-like manner in 
which the council conducted its affairs. 
Notwithstanding all the improvements 
made, you were able to lower the tax levy. 
With all the members of the council work- 
ing together for the sole purpose of mak- 
ing Lansing a better city, 1936 is sure to 
be another good year for our municipality.

The Committee on NATURAL GAS de- 
sires to submit the following report of the 
progress made to date: 


On September 11, 1934, the voters of 
the City by a more than 4 to 1 vote in- 
structed the Council to have a survey made 
of the whole project of natural gas. This 
committee has continually worked on this 
problem. The committee secured the ser- 
- vices of M. J. Dewey’ of the engineering 
firm of Dewey and Fisher, who are na- 
tionally recognized as outstanding in the 
field of gas engineers. The result of the 
studies made are as follows: 
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1—A large supply of gas is available. 


2—There is no existing franchise in Lan- 
sing. 


3—-The proposed plan of municipal opera- 
tion does not require the approval of the 
Public Utilities Commission. 


4—The cost of a 12%, pipe line together 
with a distributing system i3 estimated 
at $4,400,000. A bond issue for this 
amount would have to be voted by the 
taxpayers. A three-fifths vote is re 
quired. It is expected that the actual 
cost will be lower than the estimate. 
Bonds will be sold only for the actual 
cost. 


5—The rates to be charged by the City 
must be sufficient to pay operating costs 
plus interest and bond charges. In the 
first year it may be expected that the 
rate charged will be somewhat higher 
than that charged in years to follow. 
As the volume of gas consumed in- 
creases it will be possible to lower the 
rate. The larger this volume the lower 
the rate. The rates suggested by the 
Engineers are as follows: 


Proposed General Rate 
First 300 cubic feet or Iess $ .75 
Next 1700 cubic feet — 1.50 per M. 
Over 200Qcubic feet _........... 1.00 per M. 


“A consumer now paying $2.50 per 
month for 2,000 cubic feet of 530 BTU gas 
would, at the above rates, have his bill re- 
duced to $1.80, since he would only need 
to use 1,000 cubic feet of the 1,060 BTU 
natural gas per month. This_ reduction 
unfer the proposed general rate would 
therefore be 70 cents per month, or 28% 
of his present gas bill. 


“In addition, under our ‘Detroit Plan” 
described later in this report, the annual 


dividends to domestic consumers, from © 


surplus earnings of the gas utility, would 
be equivalent to a further reduction in gas 
rates, the extent of which would depend 
on the success of the gas department sales 
efforts and on general economic conditions. 
The interest of the gas consumer therefore 
is best served by a maximum effort for the 
development of a large gas market. 


Optional Rates 


“The ‘Optional rate,’ whose ob‘ectives 
have been previously described is intended 
to cover all classes of gas users from do- 
mestic to large industrial consumers in 
one rate schedule. This rate schedule is 
tabulated below: 


First 300 cubic feet or less $ .75 
Next 3700 cubic feet —........ .85 per M. 
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Next 96,000 cubic feet —_.. _.. -50 per M. These are rates suggested by the engi- 
ie neers, but in any event under the mu- 
Next 400,000 cubic feet _.... .05 per M. nicipal plan the matter of rates are en- 
tirely within the control of the City. Your 
Next 4,500,000 cubic feet _.. .30 per M. committee is satisfied with the soundness 
of this project and recommends it to the 

Over 5,000,00 cubic feet _.. .25 per M. Council and the people of Lansing. 


“The first 750 cubic feet of 1,060 BTU 
natural gas per month consumed in an 
average home usually represents gas for 
eooking. For this service, corresponding 
to about 1,500 cubic feet of 530 BTU 
manufactured gas, the cost under’ the 
proposed optional rate will be $1.13, as 
compared with the present cost (at $1.25 
per M c f) of $1.87. This represents a 
reduction of about 40% in the cost of 
cooking under the optional rate. 


“Automatic water heating will consume 
in the average home, using such gas ser- 
vice, about 2500 cubic feet of 1,060 BTU 
natural gas. This service will therefore 
be covered by the 85 cents bracket of the 
optional rate schedule, or will cost on the 
average $2.13 per month. This contrasts 
with the present cost, under General Rate 
5-E, for a similar service of $6.25 corre- 
sponding to 5,000 cubic feet of 530 BTU 
gas at $1.25 per M., and represents a re- 
duction of about 66%. 


‘Room heating will, under the optional 
rate, cost somewhere between 85 cents and 
50 cents per M c f of natural gas, depend- 
ing on how much these heaters are used 
during the fall and spring months. 

“House heating will cost 50 cents per 
M c f, and will therefore compare favor- 
ably with the cost of oil and high grade 
coal. 

“Commercial gas, under the optional 
rate, will cost somewhere between 85 centa 
and 50 cents per M., depending on how 
much gas is consumed. In contrast with 
the average present commercial rate of 
about 90 cents per M. of 530 BTU gas, the 
average reduction to commercial gas con- 
sumers, under the optional rate, may ex- 
ceed 60%. 


“To larger gas users—viz, those using 
over 100,000 cubic feet of natural gas per 
month, the optional rate will offer all gas 
above the first 100,000 cubic feet, at some- 
where between 35 cents and 25 cents per 
M. This is expected to cause the develop- 
ment of large industrial uses of gas, by 
the industries of Lansing. Also, many of 
the institutions will adopt gas for heat- 
ing their buildings and for water heating, 
since the cost to them of this service would 
average somewhere between 35 cents and 
80 cents per M c f of gas, which would 
compare favorably with coal or oil. 


‘All consumers of gas will get the bene- 
fits of one rate in contrast with the mul- 
tiplicity of rate schedules in Saginaw and 
and Bay City, and this uniform rate 
schedule will not only represent the lowest 
possible cost of gas but will also result in 
the maximum revenue obtainable for each 
class of gas service. Thus both the buyer 
and seller’s interest will . coincide.

The 
Superintendent of said board shall have 
such charge, control and management, of 
the constructing, operating, maintaining 
and repairing of the gas-plant of the city, 
as shall be prescribed by the board. Said 
board shall have power to establish rates 
for the furnishing of gas to the inhabi- 
tants of the city, and shall be charged with 
the maintenance of rates sufficient to meet 
charges for interest and principal of any 
bonds issued to finance such utility. Said 
board shall also have power to adopt such 
rules and regulations as shall be deemed 


necessary in the furnishing of gas to the. 


inhabitants of the city. 


Section 4. The question of borrowing 
the sum of $4,400,000 upon the faith and 
credit of the City of Lansing and the issu- 
ance of the bonds of said city for the pur- 
pose of defraying the necessary expefise of 
the acquisition of an adequate supply of 
gas and of necessary lands, the acquisi- 
tion or construction of a gas. transmis- 
sion line and gas gathering lines and dis- 
tribution lines and necessary buildings, 
and the purchase of machinery, equipment 
and supplies for a municipal natural gas 
works shall be submitted to a vote of the 
qualified electors of the City of Lansing 
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who have property assessed for taxes in 
said city, at a special election to be held 
on the 25th day of February, 1936. 


’ Section 5. Said bonds, if authorized by 
a three-fifths vote of the qualified electors 
owning property as aforesaid and voting 
thereon, shall be designated “City of Lan- 
sing Gas Utility Bonds,’’ and shall be issued 
and sold by the City of Lansing in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the city char- 
ter relative to the issuance and sale of 
bonds for public utilities ; said bonds to be 
dated at such time or times as shall be 
prescribed by the city council and to be 
come due and payable not exceeding thirty 
years from the date of issue, at such time 
or ‘times as the city council shall, by reso- 
lution, prescribe. Said bonds shall bear im- 
terest at a rate not to exceed 5 per cent per 
annum, payable annually or semi-annually, 
as the council, by resolution, may pre- 
scribe. Both principal and interest may 
be made payable at the office of the city 
treasurer of the City of Lansing or at such 
other place or places as the council may, 
by resolution, prescribe. 


Section 6. The city clerk shail prepare 
the question to be placed upon the voting 
machines substantially in manner and form 
as follows: 


“Shall bonds of the City of Lansing be 
issued in the sum of $4,400,000 to purchase 
gas wells, leases, gas rights or contracts 
for a supply of natural gas, and to acquire 
or contruct a gathering and transmission 
system and a distribution system, together 
with lands, buildings, machinery, equip- 
ment and all accessories for a complete gas 
works system, as proposed in a certain or- 
dinance of the city council entitled, ‘‘An 
Ordinance prescribing the procedure to ac- 
quire or construct a natural gas_ utility, 
establishing the management thereof, pro- 
viding for the submission to the qualified 
electors of the city the proposition to issue 
bonds to finance such utility and providing 
for the establishing of gas rates and regu- 
lations.”

Section 7. The city clerk shall prepare 
sufficient ballots to supply the demand for 
absent voters ballots substantially in man- 
ner and form as above set forth. 


Section 8. The votes cast upon such 
proposed bond issue shall be counted, re- 
turned and canvassed in like manner as 
prescribed in the city charter and the laws 
of the State of Michigan. The polls shall 
be open at seven o’clock in the morning 
and remain open until eight o’clock in the 
evening, Eastern Standard Time, of said 
day. The city clerk shall give notice of 
such special election at which said pro- 
posed bond issue is to be submitted to the 
electors of the City of Lansing as prescrib- 
ed in the charter and the laws of the State 
of Michigan for holding special. elections 
in the City of Lansing.

It is hereby determined to be 
a public necessity and necessary public 
improvement that a public utility be ac- 
quired or constructed to supply the City 
of Lansing and the inhabitants thereof 
with natural gas, including the acquisition 
of gas wells, leases, contracts or gas 
rights for the supply of a sufficient quan- 
tity of natural gas, together with the con- 
struction or acquisition of a gathering and 
transmission system to transport gas from 
natural gas. fields to the City of Lansing 
and gas-mains and all other buildings and 
accessories necessary for a complete sys- 
tem of natural gas works. 


Section 2. The Board of Water-Works 
and Electric Lighting, acting under the 
provision of Chapter 20 of the City Char- 
ter, shall have full, complete and _ entire 
charge, management, maintenance, repair 
and control of acquiring, planning, con- 
structing, operating, maintaining and _ re- 
pairing, all works of every kind for the 
purpose of supplying the city and the in- 
habitants thereof with gas: said board 
shall acquire all materials and _ supplies 
therefor, including the right of way for 
gas pipes, pipelines, ‘telephone lines and 
grounds for location for all necesasry 
buildings, including gas wells or leases, 
gas rights or contracts for the supply of 
gas and shall make all contracts pertain- 
ing thereto. The conveyance of such 
right of ways and the title of all grounds 
so purchased or otherwise secured, shall be 
taken in the name of the City of Lansing, 
and said gas works and everything pertain- 
ing thereto, shall be the property of the 
City of Lansing and all contracts and pur- 
chases made by the board, shall be in the 
name of the City of Lansing. 


Section 3. The secretary of said board 
shall keep a complete record of all the pro- 
ceedings of the board with reference to

plete and separate account of the receipts 
and expenditures on account thereof. The 
Superintendent of said board shall have 
such charge, control and management, of 
the constructing, operating, maintaining 
and repairing of the gas-plant of the city, 
as shall be prescribed by the board. Said 
board shall have power to establish rates 
for the furnishing of gas to the inhabi- 
tants of the city, and shall be charged with 
the maintenance of rates sufficient to meet 
charges for interest and principal of any 
bonds issued to finance such utility. Said 
board shall also have power to adopt such 
rules and regulation as shall be deemed 
necessary in the furnishing of gas to the 
inhabitants of the city. 


Section 4. The question of borrowing 
the sum’ of $4,400,000 upon the faith and 
credit of the City of Lansing and the issu- 
ance of the bonds of said city for the pur- 
pose of defraying the necessary expense of 
the acquisition of an adequate supply of 
gas and of necessary lands, the acquisi- 
tion or construction of a gas’ transmis- 
sion line and gas gathering lines and dis- 
tribution lines and necessary buildings, 
and the purchase of machinery, equipment 
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and supplies for a municipal natural gas 
works shall be submitted to a vote of the 
qualified electors of the City of Lansing 
who have property assessed for taxes in 
said city, at a special election to be held 
on the 25th day of February, 1936. 


Section 5. Said bonds, if authorized by 
a three-fifths vote of the qualified electors 
owning property as aforesaid and voting 
thereon, shall be designated ‘‘City of Lan- 
sing Gas Utility Bonds,’’ and shall be issued 
and sold by the City of Lansing in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the city char- 
ter relative to the issuance and sale of 
bonds for public utilities; said bonds to be 
dated at such time or times as shall be 
prescribed by the city council and to be- 
come due and payable not exceeding thirty 
years from the date of issue, at such time 
or times as the city council shall, by reso- 
lution, prescribe. Said bonds shall bear in- 
terest at a rate not to exceed 5 per cent 
per annum, payable annually or  semi- 
annually, as the council, by resolution, 
may prescribe. Both principal and inter- 
est may be made payable at the office of 
the city treasurer of the City of Lansing 
or at such other place or places as_ the 
council may, by resolution, prescribe.

Gentlemen: 


This commission has carefully consider- 
ed the suggestions referred to it by your 
body and hereby make the_ -following 
recommendations, giving also the reasons 
therefor: 


1. That a traffic squad of,at least five 
men under the direct supervision of a 
lieutenant be created in the Police depart- 
ment, whose paramount duty will be to 
supervise and control traffic within the 
city of Lansing: to enforce the _ traffic 
ordinances: to make recommendations 
wherever necessary and to cooperate with 
the Traffic Bureau in keeping the neces- 
sary records of accidents and other data, 
Further, that the City Council appropriate 
sufficient funds in the proper budget in 
order that this program may be carried 
out successfully. 


We believe that this is the only manner 
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in which a proper safety program can be 
conducted and due to the large number of 
motor vehicles upon the streets of Lansing 
the time has arrived when motor vehicle 
traffic requires supervision and direction 
in every area of the city and it is strictly 
a work for trained police officers. 


2. No parking on Washington avenue 
between Shiawassee street and Kalamazoo 
street: and on Michigan avenue from Cap- 
ital avenue to Mill street, between the 
hours of 7:00 A. M. and 9 A. M. of any 
day except Sundays and legal holidays. 


We believe that much of the commercial 
deliveries to business places can be done 
during this period, that these streets will 


-be clean for moving early morning traffic 


and that as the stores and banks do not 
open for business until 9:00 A. M. there 
is little occasion for parking on _ these 
streets before that time. 


3. That the City Council forbid erection 
of any obstructions in the street inter- 
sections at any time, whether Christmas 
trees, automobiles or what not. 


Such erections constitute a dangerous 
hazard, slows traffic and it is believed that 
Christmas decorations will be as effective 
if placed on the sidewalk or overhead. 


4. That traffic signal lights be installed 
at the intersection of Capitol Avenue at 
both Ottawa and at Kalamazoo Streets. 


These intersections are very congested 
at the present time. Placing state high- 
way M-78 on Capitol avenue will make 
crossing at these two intersections almost 
im possible. 


5. That the City Council make the 
proper ap»ropriation, estimated at $2,200, 
to in-tall the necessary timers to synchro- 
nize the lights in the downtown traffic sig- 
nal system’ 


While the lights are now timed as well 
as possible with the equipment on hand, 
by securing the additional timers it will 
be possible to control each light to secure 
a more even flow of traffic with a mini- 
mum of interruption. 


6.-That no parking be allowed, on. .Os- 
born road between Verlinden avenue and 
Stanley street. 


This necessary to allow. the trucks go~ 
ing into the Fisher Body plant to make a 
safe entrance into the north end of the 
plant. It will cause no hardship upon 
any citizen except that it will prevent 
Fisher employees from using this space for 
car storage and the company has provided 
a parking lot ample enough for this pur- 
pose»

Gentlemen: 


On Wednesday, January 29th, our com- 
pany filed with the Michigan Public Utili- 
ties Commission a petition for the estab- 
lishment of natural gas rates for con- 
sumers of Lansing and suburban communi- 
ties. The proposed schedule, reducing 
present gas rates 28% or more, is iden- 
tical with the “General Rate’’ advocated 
by the City’s consulting engineer. For that 
reason we had hoped that it would attest 
our earnest desire to supply natural gas 
to Lansing patrons at the lowest price 
consistent bei operating efficiency. 


The City Council’s action Monday night, 
February 8rd, directing the City Attorney 
to oppose these rates before the Commis- 
sion next Thursday, February 6th, or to 
seek a postponement of that hearing, indi- 
cates a wider divergence of views than of 
the proposed schedule merit thoughtful 
eonsideration. 


Utility rate annivoversicn are usually 
marked by a tendency to exaggerate points 
of disagreement and to ignore entirely the 
existence of a common ground for con- 
structive negotiations. The Company be- 
lieved it had reached such a common 
ground by proposing a rate which would 
meet the City’s primary demand and which 
would be further reduced in subsequent 
years. 


Is it not a fact that the only genuine 
differences remaining between the City 
and the Company are concerned solely with 
the time and the extent of the contem- 
plated reductions, and do you not agree 
that the public interest would be best 
served by a serious, disspassionate, and 
competent analysis of these differences? 
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We believe that a mutually satisfactory 
solution can be found, but only in an at- 
mosphere free of suspicion and antagon- 
ism. We suggest, therefore, that the 
problem be submitted to independent con- 
sulting engineers,—your own, and _ one 
whom we shall retain. 


If this suggestion appeals to you, would 
it not be wise to hold all proceedings in 
abeyance until arrangements can be made 
for these engineers to make a_ report? 
Therefore, if the City would be willing to 
postpone the bond election, we will re- 
quest the Public Utilities Commission to 
postpone the rate hearing. As this hear- 
ing is scheduled for Thusrday immediate 
action is essential.

Dear Sir: 


Your letter of February 4 has been con- 
sidered at length by the Utilities Commit- 
tee of the City Council, which includes the 
Mayor, and I have been directed to bring 
its unanimous conclusions to your atten- 
tion, as follows: 


1. The Committee expects that your 
Company, as evidence of good faith, will 
withdraw its petition to the Michigan Pub- 
lic Utilities; Commission for establishment 
of natural gas rates for Lansing. 


2. Previous canferences between the City 
and your Company on natural gas rates, 
adequate service, etc., have proven futile. 
The Committee agrees that the differences 
can be studied most effectively by inde- 
pendent consulting engineers. 


3. Future conferences between re3pe2- 
tive engineers, if authorized by the City 
Council, will be without avail unless your 
Company is represented by an _ engineer 
whose ability and experience insure his 
fair consideration of the problem. 


The Committee believes your engineer 
should be free of any regular employment 
by your Company, by your parent com- 
pany, or by any subsidiary of your parent 
company. His experience should include 
service on behalf of municipalities. He 
should be posted on Michigan natural gas 
developments. 


4. The City would be represented by Mr. 
Maurice J. Dewey, consulting engineer, on 
whose recommendation the City has pro- 
posed to inaugurate a municipal natural 
gas service. Postponement of the bond 
election, as requested in your letter, can- 
not be recommended by this Comm:ttee to 
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the City Council, unless agreement by the 
engineers on fundamental issues is reach- 
ed at an early date. 


I want to say, in passing, that the Com- 
mittee takes vigorous exception to your 
statement that your Company’s proposed 
natural gas rates are ‘“‘identical with the 
‘General Rate’ advocated by the City’s 
consulting engineer.” 


In the event that hearings before the 
Public Utilities Commission are postponed, 
and assurance is given with respect to the 
Paragraph No. 3 above, the Committee will 
bring your constructive suggestions 
formally before the City Council next Mon- 
day night, February 10.

This will acknowledge your letter cf 
February 5 concerning the possibility of 
arbitrating the differences between the 
City of Lansing and the Consumers Power 
Company with respect to furnishing nat- 
ural gas in the City of Lansing. 


With reference to your request that the 
Company withdrew its petition to the Mich- 
igan Public Utilities Commission for the 
establishment of natural gas rates in Lan- 
sing, we must say that prior to the re- 
ceipt of your letter this hearing was 
opened Thursday morning, and consider- 
able evidence was submitted. However, 
we have requested the Public Utilities 
Commission to withhold action on _ this 
petition until it can be determined whether 
or not the City of Lansing and the Com- 
pany may reach an agreement on the rates 
to be charged for natural gas service. 


We have given consideration to your 
statements concerning the engineer who 
would represent the Company in these pro- 
posed negotiations. We believe Mr. Her- 
bert R. Davis, a natural gas engineer of 
Buffalo, New York, meets your qualifica- 
tions. He has acted in rate and franchise 
cases on behalf of a number of municipali- 
ties, both in the United States and Canada. 
He is also familiar with the natural gas 
situation in Michigan, having assisted Mr. 
Dewey in the preparation of a part of the 
report he made at the request of the Lan- 
sing City Council. Mr. Davis has never 
previously been employed by this company 
or any of its affiliated companies. 


We request your immediate considera- 
tion of our appointment of Mr. Davis. If 
it meets with your approval, we suggest 
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that he and Mr. Dewey hold their first 
conference without delay, in order that a 
preliminary report may be made to your 
Committee prior to the Council meeting 
next Monday. These engineers should by 
then be able to determine whether or not 
they can agree sufficiently on fundamental 
points to be reasonably assured they can 
submit a joint report which will be satis- 
factory to both the City and the Company. 
Thus your City Council will be in a posi- 
tion to take appropriate action on the pro- 
posed bond election ordinance at that meet- 
ing.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Toy introduced the following ordi- 
nance which was read a first and second 
time by the title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances: 


Milk Ordinance 


An Ordinance to regulate, control and 
license the sale, storage, delivery and dis- 
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tribution of milk and milk products within 
the City of Lansing and to provide for the 
inspection of dairy herds, dairies and milk 
plants; to prohibit the use of milk bottles 
for any purpose other than for the stor- 
age and delivery of milk and milk products 
and to provide penalties for the violation 
of the provisions hereof. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. DEFINITIONS. For the pur- 
pose of this ordinance milk products shall 
be deemed to include cream, vitamin D 
milk, skimmed milk, buttermilk, cultured 
milk and chocolate milk. 


Milk is the whole, fresh, clean, lacteal 
secretion obtained by the complete milk- 
ing of one or more healthy cows properly 
fed and kept, excluding that obtained with- 
in fifteen days before and five days after 
calving or such longer period as may be 
necessary to render the milk practically 
colostrum free, and which contains not less 
than eight and five-tenths (8.5) per cent 
milk solids not fat, and not less than three 
and one-fourth (3.25) per cent milk fat 
and which has a specific gravity at sixty 
degrees F. of between 1.029 to 1.038. 


Sweet cream (coffee cream) is that por- 
tion of milk, rich in milk fat, which is 
separated from it by centrifugal force and 
is fresh and clean and contains not less 
than eighteen (18) per cent milk fat and 
the acidity of which is not more than .20 
per cent lactic acid. Whipping cream is 
cream which contains not less than thirty 
(30) per cent milk fat. 


Vitamin D milk is milk to which has 
been added vitamin D by a method ap- 
proved by the American Medical Associa- 
tion. The cap shall state the number of 
units of vitamin D contained in one quart. 
The cost of the biochemical assays shall be 
paid by the dairy selling the same. 


Skimmed milk is milk, the milk fat con- 
tent of which is less than three (38) per 
cent. 


Buttermilk is a product that remains 
when fat is removed from milk or cream 
(sweet or sour) by the process of churn- 
ing. Cultured buttermilk is the product 
obtained by souring pasteurized skimmed 
milk by means of a suitable lactic acid 
culture. 


Chocolate milk is a clean wholesome 
product produced by combining in a sani- 
tary manner milk and clean pure choco- 
late, cocoa or cocoa syrup, the finished 
product containing not less than three (3) 
per cent milk fat. 


Pasteurized milk is obtained by a process 
of heating every particle of the milk to a 
temperature not less than 14814° F. and 
at no time less than 142° F., maintaining 
such temperature for thirty minutes in 
pasteurization apparatus approved by the 
Department of Health provided with indi- 
cating thermometer and approved record- 
ing thermometer with chart, both indicat- 
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ing a temperature of 148%° F. through- 
out the holding period. Each pasteurizing 
unit must be equipped with a_ recording 
thermometer. All recording charts must 
be dated and kept on file by the dairy for 
ninety days. No milk or milk products 
shall be pasteurized more than once, and 
after pasteurization, must be cooled 
promptly to a temperature of 50° F. or 
below until delivered to the consumer. 


Certified milk is milk produced and han- 
dled in conformity with the methods and 
standards certified by the American Asso- 
ciation of Medical Milk Commissions and 
approved by the Michigan Department of 
Health and the City Department of Health. 


Grade A milk is whole milk, raw or pas- 
teurized, with a butterfat content of not 
less than three and one-half (3.5) per cent 
milk fat, which is produced and bottled 
upon anv dairy farm, conforming with the 
rules and regulations of the Michigan De- 
partment of Health and the Lansing De- 
partment of Health. 


Goat’s milk is the fresh, clean, lacteal 
secretion free from colostrum obtained by 
the complete milking of one or more 
healthy animals properly fed and kept and 
tested and examined at least once a year 
and found to be free of Tuberculosis, 
Bang’s disease and streptococcic mastitis 
regardless of wether milk is sold as pas- 
teurized or raw, and must be labeled as 
goats milk and produced, handled, stored 
and transported in conformity with the 
standards of milk and cream. 


Section 2. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall engage in the sale, delivery or 
transportation of milk or milk products, 
er offer the same for sale within the City 
of Lansing without a license therefor, as 
hereinafter provided. 


Section 3. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, except common carriers, desiring to 
handle, transport, keep for sale, sell, bar- 
ter or traffic in milk or milk products, 
within the City of Lansing, shall make ap- 
plication in writing for permission to do 
so to the Department of Health, upon 
blanks to be provided by said department. 
Said department shall require such appli- 
cant to state in writing upon said blanks: 


First: The applicant’s full name, 
residence and postoffice address, and 
whether such applicant is an indivi- 
dual, firm or corporation. 


Second: The location of applicant’s 

- place or places of business, together 

with the. location of each dairy farm 

or other places from which the milk 

or milk products so handled or to be 
handled, is obtained or produced. 


Third: An agreement that said ap- 
_plicant will notify the Lansing De 
partment of Health of any intended 
change of supply before making sach 
change, and will obtain a written per- 
mit from said Department of Health, 
before making such change. 
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Fourth: An agreement that the De- 
partment of Health may take samples 
of milk or milk products for analysis,,. 
at any time, free of charge. 


Fifth: Said application shall con-. 
tain an agreement to be signed by the: 
producer or dairy owner, that any duly 
authorized agent of the Lansing De- 
partment of Health may enter upon 
his premises for inspection purposes. 


Sixth: An agreement that the Lan- 
sing Department of Health, or its. 
representatives, may inspect at any 
time the methods and utensils em- 
ployed by said applicant for handling 
milk or milk products and caring for: 
the same when received. 


Section 4. Upon the signing of such ap- 
plication by the applicant, or someone 
duly authorized by him in writing, said 
Board of Health, shall make or cause to be 
made, an_ investigation to ascertain 
whether such applicant and those who 
furnish milk or milk products for such 
applicant, are in a position to observe, 
and are willing to observe, the terms and 
conditions of this ordinance. If it shall 
appear tp said Board of Health that said 
applicant is in a position-to furnish clean, 
pure, Sitlesceic and unadulterated milk 
or milk products to his customers, then 
said board shall endorse upon such appli- 
cation a favorable report and transmit the 
application to the city clerk, who shall 
issue a license upon payment to the city 
treasurer of the following fees: 


For each producer from whom the 
applicant obtained milk or milk pr«d-. 
ucts, the sum of One Dollar ($1.00) 
per year. 


For each milk plant, Twenty-five 
Dollars ($25.00) per year. 


For each Grade A farm, Twenty~ 
five Dollars ($25.00) per year. 


For each wagon or other vehicle, in 
delivering milk or milk products, Ten 
Dollars ($10.00) per year. 


For each truck or vehicle engaged 
in transporting milk from producer to 
licensed milk plant, One Dollar ($1.00) 
per year. 


For all other places selling or serv- 
ing milk or milk products at whole- 
sale or retail, One Dollar ($1.00) per 
year. 


Section 5. Licenses shall be issued onlv 
to the owner or owners of a dairy plant 
or Grade A farm. The city clerk shall 
number each license consecutively in the 
order of its issuance and the licensee, if 
a distributor of milk or milk products, 
shall at all times have his name and the 


number of his license displayed in plain let- 


ters on both the right and left sides of each 
vehicle used in the conveyance, sale or diz- 
tribution of milk or milk products. 
Licenses shall not be transferable. No 
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license shall be issued until the applica- 
tion therefor has been approved by the 
Board of Health. Any license may be re- 
voked by the Board of Health at its dis- 
cretion when it is found after due hearing 
that the licensee has failed to conform with 
the provisions of this ordinance. 


Section 6. The following are the ruies 
for the production, transportation, hand- 
ling and delivering of all milk and milk 
products within the City of Lansing: 


1. All milk and milk products must be 
of one of the following grades: 


Certified—Raw, or pasteurized. 
Grade A-——-Raw or pasteurized. 
Pasteurized milk and cream. 


Certified milk and cream and Grade 
A milk and cream shall be sold in 
- bottles only. 


2. Milk bottle caps and parchment paper 
used for containing milk shall be pur- 
chased and stored only in sanitary tubes 
and cartons, respectively, and shall be kept 
therein until used. Each milk bottle cap 
must be plainly labeled with the name of 
the dairy and the grade of milk therein 
contained and whether pasteurized or raw. 
All milk products, excepting certified and 
Grade A raw cream, must be pasteurized 
and so sold and labeled. 


8. All milk must come from cows free 
from tuberculosis or other contagious dis- 
eases as determined by tests made by 
veterinarians approved by the Michigan 
State Department of Agriculture. Such 
milk and cream must be produced on farms 
approved by the Lansing Department of 
Health. 


4. A dairy or milking barn shall be re- 
quired and such sections thereof wherein 
cows are milked shall have at least one 
square foot of light for each stanchion, 
at least 400 cubic feet of air space and 
shall be well ventilated. The floors and 
gutters of such parts of all dairy barns 
in which cows are milked shall be con- 
structed of concerte or other impervious 
and easily cleaned material approved by 
the Department of Health and shall be 
graded and drained properly, shall be kept 
clean and in good repair. All other ani- 
mals must be partitioned off from _ the 
milking stable. 


The barn yard shall be well drained, and 
manure removed, stored or disposed of in 
such manner as best to prevent the breed- 
ing of flies therein. It must be removed 
at least twenty-five (25) feet from any 
part of the barn. 


5. Each producer must have a properly 
constructed milk house for the handling, 
cooling and storing of milk and the wash- 
ing and bactericidal treatment and storing 
of cans and utensils. It shall be provided 
with a tight floor, constructed of concrete 
or other impervious materials, kept in good 
repair and properly drained. The walls

and ceiling shall be sealed properly and 
kept clean and in good repair. It shall 
be well lighted and ventilated, shall have 
all openings effectively screened, including 
outward openings and a self closing door 
to prevent the entrance of flies. The milk 
house shall not open directly into the 
stable. It shall have an insulated tank 
with cover, approved by the Department 
of Health. Such tank shall be supplied 
with water direct from the well. The milk 
house shall be provided with adequate 
facilities for heating of water and clean- 
ing of utensils. The floors, walls, ceiling 
and equipment shall be kept clean at all 
times. 


6. All utensils used in the handling, 
storage and transportation of milk shall 
be of non-absorbent material so as to be 
easily cleaned and kept in good repair. 
Joints and seams shall be soldered flush. 
Mechanical milkers must be in good re- 
pair and rubber tubing in a good condi- 
tion. Milk pails shall be of a design ap- 
proved by the Department of Health. All 
containers and utensils used for the hand- 
ling of milk must be thoroughly washed 
within an hour after each usage with an 
approved washing powder and by the use 
of brushes only (dish rags prohibited). 
Such utensils shall be stored so as to pre- 
vent contamination before again being 
used. All utensils used in handling milk 
shall be sterilized before each usage with 
steam, hot water or chlorine in a manner 
approved by the Department of Health. 
The flanks, tails, udder and teats of all 
milking cows shall be free from _ visible 
dirt at time of milking. Milkers’ hands 
shall be clean and dry while milking. Wet 
hand milking is prohibited. Milkers or 
milk handlers shall wear clean clothes while 
milking or handling milk. Milk stools 
shall be kept clean. Each pail of milk 


shall be removed immediately to the milk 


house or straining room. Milk miust be 
cooled within one hour after milking to 
60° F. or less and maintained at that 
temperature. The water supply for’ the 
milk room and dairy barn shall be prop- 
erly located and constructed and shall be 
accessible, adequate and of a safe and 
sanitary quality. 


7. Every dairy farm shall be provided 
with a sanitary toilet conveniently lo- 
cated and properly constructed and main- 
trained so that the waste is inaccessible to 
flies and does not pollute the surface soil 
or contaminate any water supply. 


8. The floors, including platforms and 
stairs of all rooms in which milk is han- 
dled, shall be constructed of good quality 
impervious material, shall be smooth. 
graded to drain, in good repair and 
equipped with adequate trapped drains. 
Jcints between floors and walls are to be 
constructed so as to be impervious and 
easily cleaned. Walls and ceilings of 
rooms in which milk is handled shall be 
of material that is impervious and smooth 
or shall be painted or otherwise treated 
so as to have an impervious smooth sur- 
face. They shall be kept clean at all 
times and shall be adequately ventilated 
so as to prevent condensation on ceiling 
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and walls. AlIlI openings, including sky- 
lights and transoms, shall be effectively 
screened during fly season, with tight fit- 
ting screens. Screen doors shall be self- 
closing and shall open outward. All rooms 
shall be well lighted to insure efficient 
working conditions. 


9. All machinery, cans, bottles and 
other utensils which come in contact with 
milk or milk products shall be thoroughly 
washed and sterilized by a method ap- 
proved by the Department of Health and 
shall be protected from contamination un- 
til used. Bottles developing not more than 
one colony of bacteria for each cubic cen- 
timeter of capacity, under test <«pproved 
by American Public Health Association, 
shall be considered satisfactory. All bot- 
tles and containers must be filled and 
capped by mechanical] bottlers and cappers 
of a type approved by the Department of 
Health. Plants shall be provided with an 
accessible, adequate supply of water of 
safe and sanitary quality. Lavatory facili- 
ties conveniently located for the plant per- 
sonnel, shall be provided including hot and 
cold running water, soap and_ towels. 
Plants shall be provided with adequate 
sanitary toilet facilities, which must be 
kept clean, in good repair, and well ven- 
tilated and lighted. 


10. No milk bottles shall be collected 
from premises under quarantine or after- 
wards until such bottles are washed and 
sterilized in accordance with regulations 
of the Board of Health. 


11. No milk producer or distributor 
shall transfer milk or milk products from 
one container to another upon the streets 
or in any vehicle or store or any place 
except in a licensed milk plant. 


12. Milk or milk products shall not be 
sold or offered for sale or delivered except 
in bottles or containers approved by the 
Department of Health. Such _ containers 
shall be of not less than 2 gallon capacity. 
Bottles ‘or containers shall not be used for 
any other purpose and shall be filled only 
at a licensed dairy. 


Section 7. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall sell or deliver or have in its 
possession any milk or milk products in- 
tended for consumption in the City of 
Lansing which has heen misbranded or 
adulterated, or which contains any pre- 
servatives or unwholesome ingredients or 
which is contained in bottles or other con- 
tainers not properly washed and sterilized 
or which has been transported, stored in 
an unclean place or kept at a tempera- 
ture above 50° F., or which has a milk fat 
content less than 3.5 per cent, or which 
has been produced from cows that are im- 
properly fed or kept in an unclean place 
or which are diseased. No milk or milk 
products shall be sold in the City of Lan- 
sing from any farm or dairy where dan- 
gerous diseases exists or is suspected to 
exist or where carrier of such dangerous 
disease is known to be present. 


Section 8. No person producing milk or 
milk products for sale, or selling milk or 
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milk products in any manner or form 
within the City of Lansing who advertises, 
publishes or makes any false statement in 
regard to the cows from which he obtains 
milk having been examined for tuber- 
culosis or any other infectious disease un- 
der the provisions of this ordinance, or 
makes any untrue or false statements re- 
garding the condition of his herd, the pur- 
ity of his milk or milk products, the 
premises from which his milk comes, the 
methods of handling, cooling and distribut- 
ing of his milk or milk products, shall be 
deemed guilty of a violation of this ordi- 
nance. 


Section 9. No milk, prior to pasteuriza- 
tion, shall have an average bacterial count 
in excess of 500,000 bacteria per cubic cen- 
timeter. Pasteurized milk and _ cream, 
Grade A milk and Grade A cream = shall 
have an average bacterial count of less 
than 50,000 per cubic centimeter. 


All raw milk sold in the City of Lansing 
must be produced by cows free from 
Tuberculosis, Bang’s disease and Strepto- 
coccic Mastitis, as determined by phyiscal 
and bacteriological examination and other 
approved tests. Tests shall be made at 
least once a year by a Veterinarian ap- 
proved by the State Department of Agri- 
culture and the Lansing Board of Health. 
If reactors are found the herd must be 
retested every three months until two seuc- 
cessive negative tests are completed. 


If the milk is sold as pasteurized milk 
the producer shall agree to cooperate fully 
with Federal and State authorities in the 
conducing of tests now or hereafter re- 
quired. Milk from cows suffering from 
any disease whatsoever must be excluded 
from the city milk supply. 


Section 10. All vehicles used for the 
transportation of milk or milk products 
from the producer or milk plant or dis- 
tributor shall be so equipped or insulated 
as to protect the milk or milk products 
from a temperature variation of more 
than 2° F. No milk: plant shall receive 
and accept any milk above the tempera- 
ture of 60° F. 


Section 11. The Department of Health 
may condemn, seize, confiscate, pour out, 
color or denaturize any milk or milk 
products constituting a violation of this 
ordinance. It may also condemn any bot- 
tle, can. vessel, receptacle or other con- 
tainer than is not in proper condition or 
is unclean or unsanitary. 


Section 12. Any person owning, manag- 
ing or operating any hotel, restaurant or 
other place where meals or lunches are 
served or sold in this city, who shall serve, 
sel] or expose milk products for sale, shall 
be subject to the requirements of this or- 
dinance. and the inspection herein pro- 
vided for. Milk shall only be served at 
restaurarts or other public places in the 
tite bottle as delivered from’ a licensed 

airy. 


Section 18. . The Department cf Health 
or its authorized representatives, shall have 
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the right at any and all times to enter the 
premises of anyone licensed under’ the 
provisions of this ordinance to examine, 
inspect and to appropriate a sufficient 


amount of milk or milk products for. 


examination and analysis. 


Section 14. The use of milk and cream 
| bottles for any purpose other than the 
storage and delivery of milk and milk 
} products, is hereby prohibited. It shall be 
unlawful to place in any bottle or con- 
tainer that is commonly used for storage 
and delivery of milk and cream, any 
filthy or offensive substance, or any refuse 
matter of any kind, or to use any such 
| container for the cooking or heating or 
for a household or laboratory use whatever. 
No milk or cream bottle shall be placed 
| or thrown in any garbage or rubbish can 
or container, or transported along with 
ashes, rubbish or other refuse. 


Section 15. The Board of Health shall 
appoint a farm inspector who shall per- 
form the milk inspection services required 
by this ordinance. Said farm inspector’s 
,. salary and necessary expenses shall not 
exceed the amount of fees received under 
the provisions of this ordinancé& All fees 
received under this ordinance, shall be paid 
into the contingent fund of the city. 


Section 16. The Board of Health may 
from time to time adopt such other rules 
and regulations as it may deem necessary 
to govern the production, sale and inspec- 
tion of milk and milk products and inspec- 
tion of dairies and dairy farms from which 


f milk is being produced for consumption in 


the City of Lansing. 


Section 17. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance or _ the 
rules and regulations of the Board of 
Health or any agreements contained in 
the application for a license under this 
ordinance, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than Twenty-five Dollars ($25.09) 
or more than One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00) or by imprisonment of not more 
than ninety days or by both such fine and 
| imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court.

ORDINANCES 


Committee on Transportation introduced 
the following Ordinance which was read 
a first and second time by its title and 
referred to the Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to amend Sections 3, 
4; 5, 8 and 14 of the Ordinance entitled, 
“An Ordinance to license and regulate 
taxicab owners and taxicab drivers, to 
prescribe conditions under which they may 
do business on the streets of the City of 
Lansing; to fix the rate of fare charged 
for the use of such vehicles; to provide for 
traffic regulations governing such vehicles; 
to provide for traffic regulations govern- 
ing same; to require the installing of 
meters thereon and to provide penalties 
for violations thereof,’ being Ordinance 
No. 17 of the ordinances of the City of 
Lansing. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 3, 4, 5, 8 and 14 of 
the ordinance entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance to 
license and regulate taxicab owners and 
taxicab drivers, to prescribe conditions 
under which they may do business on the 
streets of the City of Lansing; to fix the 
rate of fare charged for the use of such 
vehicles; to provide for traffic regulations 
governing such vehicles; to provide for 
traffic regulations governing same; to re- 
quire the installing of meters thereon and 
to provide penalties for violations there- 
te are hereby amended to read as fol- 
ows: 


Section 3. The City Clerk is hereby 
authorized to grant licenses for the pur- 
pose aforesaid to any citizen of the United 
States, who is a resident of the State of 
Michigan and of the age of 21 years and 
upward, and of good moral character, or 
to any corporation or co-partnership auth- 
orized to operate taxicabs in accordance 
with the laws of the State of Michigan, 
subject to the following conditions: 


(a) Approval by the City Council of 
the issuance of such licenses, which ap- 
proval may be withheld whenever addi- 
tional taxicabs are not required to serve 
the public necessity or convenience. : 


(b) Upon applicant’s executing and fil- 
ing with the City Clerk an indemnity bond 
issued by the bonding company approved 
by Commissioner of Insurance for the 
State of Michigan, in the sum of $1,000, 
payable to the City of Lansing, condi- 
tioned that such taxicab or taxicabs will 
be operated without negligence and in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the laws 
of the State of Michigan, and the Charter 
and Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
and that any person, firm or corporation 
who is damaged in any way by reason of 
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such taxicab or taxicabs being operated 
in violation of the provisions of such bond 
may, in the name of the City of Lansing, 
but at his cost and expense, institute suit 

Rf: such bond for damages sustained by 
im. 


(c) Filing with the City Clerk proper 
and sufficient evidence from insurance or 
bonding company or companies approved 
by the Commissioner of Insurance of the 
State of Michigan, showing that appli- 
cant has_obtained insurance or indemnity 
bonds indemnifying applicant and each 
individual taxicab driver for liability for 
damages for injury to passengers or prop- 
erty in an amount of not less than $10,000 
for one passenger, $20,000 on all passen- 
gers and $1,000 for property damage. 


(d) Filing with the City Clerk proper 
and sufficient evidence of a contract for 
public liability and property damage _in- 
surance policies for the protection of 
other users of the streets of the City of 
Lansing, in an amount of at least $10,000 
for one person, $20,000 for any one acci- 
dent and $3,000 property damage _ to- 
gether with an indorsement on said policy 
or policies of undertaking on the part of 
the insurance or bonding company to no- 
tify the City Clerk at least 10 days before 
the expiration of such contracts or policies, 
either by way of cancellation or limita- 
tion. If for any reason said bond or policy 
of insurance (including those provided in 
subdivision ‘‘c’’ hereof) shall be cancelled 
or become inoperative, either in whole or 
in part, said taxicab or taxicabs shall not 
be operated until the owner or operator 
shall procure a new bond or policy of in- 
insurance complying with this ordinance. 


(e) Filing with the City Clerk the num- 
ber of taxicabs to be operated under such 
license if granted and a description of 
each, including the maker’s name, serial 
number, model, year and accounting num- 
ber. 


(f) Payment to the City Treasurer of 
the sum of $10.00 for each taxicab to be 
kept and used as aforesaid for public 
hire. 


Such license or licenses shall expire on 
the 30th day of April of each year, but 
shall be revocable by the City Council for 
proper cause. 


When such license shall be = granted, 
there shall be issued to be affixed to the 
rear of all taxicabs operated under such 
license, a tnetal license plate not exceed- 
ing six inches in length, which shall bear 
the license number of the taxicab and 
the design of which shall be changed an- 
nually. 


No taxicabs shall be used or operated by 
licensee in excess of the number specifiéd 
in the application for license without a 
showing of public convenience and_ neces- 
sity and the approval of the City Council. 


Section 4. No person, whether owner 
or employee. shall drive a public taxicab 


within the City of Lansing, without hav-. 
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ing first obtained a license as a_ public 
driver from the City Clerk. 


Application for a city public driver’s 
license shall be made upon blank supplied 
by the office of the City Clerk and uppli- 
cant must state thereon that he is a citi- 
zen of the United States, a resident of 
State of Michigan, twenty-one (21) years 
of age and upwards, of good moral char- 
acter, of sound physique, being without 
defective sight or hearing and with full 
use of both arms and hands and both legs 
and feet, able to operate a motor vehicle 
safely, able to read, write and speak the 
English language, and not addicted to the 
use of intoxicating liquors, which applica- 
tion shall be subscribed and sworn to before 
a notary public and filed with the City 
Clerk, upon the approval of said applica- 
tion by the Chief of Police and the City 
Council, and the payment to the City 
Clerk of one dollar ($1.00), a city public 
driver’s license shall be granted to such 
applicant by the City Clerk. 


The city public driver’s license granted 
hereunder shall be in such form as to con- 
tain a true photograph of the licensee, 
the licensee’s signature, and_ sufficient 
blank space upon which a record may be 
kept of any arrest of such driver or 
serious complaint against him. 


Upon the issuance of such city public 
driver’s license there shall be delivered to 
such licensee, a metal badge, with the 
license number thereon, such badge must 
be continually and conspicuously displayed 
on the outside of the licensee’s cap when 
he is engaged in his employment us a 
public driver. 


A full and complete copy of each ap- 
plication filed and each license issued 
hereunder, together with record entries, 
renewals and revocations thereof shall he 
kept on file in the office of the City Clerk 


' of the City of Lansing. 


The City Council may revoke such li- 
cense at any time hereafter for proper 
cause. 


When any entry on such license has 
been defaced, renewed or obliterated, or 
the licensee fails to wear his badge as 
herein provided, such license shall e1.to- 
matically be revoked, and any driver, 
whose license has been so revoked, shall 
not again be licensed as a city driver in 
the City of Lansing. 


All public driver’s licenses shall expire, 
unless sooner revoked, on April 30th of 
each year. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm, corporation or co-partnership 
licensed hereunder as the owner or opera- 
tor of a taxicab or taxicabs to permit the 
use of said taxicabs on the streets of the 
City of Lansing by anyone except a2 li- 
censed driver employed by such operator 
or owner. 


Section 8. Every public taxicab driven 
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upon the streets of the City of Lansing, 
seating five passengers or less, unless the 
rate of fares commonly referred to as the 
“flat rate system” is used, shall have 
affixed thereto a taximeter of a size and 
design approved by the Mayor and Chief 
of Police. 


(a) No license shall be issued to a taxicab 
until the taximeter attached thereto shall 
have been inspected and found to be ac- 
eurate. 


(b) No person shall use or permit to be 
used upon any taxicab a taximeter which 
shall be in such a condition as to be over 
five (5) per cent incorrect to the prejudice 
of any passenger. 


(c) No taximeter affixed to a _ public 
taxicab propelled by steam, gasoline or 
electricity or other motor power shall be 
operated from any wheel to~ which the 
power is applied. 


(d) After sundown the face of every 
taximeter shall be illuminated by a suit- 
‘able light so arranged as to throw a con- 
tinuous steady light thereon. 


(e) No person shall use or permit to be 
used, or drive for hire a public taxicab 
equipped with a taximeter, the case of 
which is unsealed and not having its 
cover and gear intact. 


(f) No driver of the public taxicab 
equipped with a taximeter while carrying 
passengers or under employment, shall 
‘display the signal affixed to such taxi- 
meter or other similar device in such posi- 
tion as to denote such vehicle is not cm- 
ployed, or in such position as to denote 
that he is employed at a rate of fare dif- 
ferent from that which he is entitled under 
the provisions of this article. 


(z) No person shall drive a _ public 
taxicab to which is attached a taximeter 
that has not been duly inspected and ap- 
proved. 


Section 14. Rules and Regulations. 
It shall be unlawful for any person: 


(a) To drive any taxicab while under 
_the influence of intoxicating ‘liquor or to 
use or drink any intoxicating liquor what- 
soever while engaged in operating said 
vaxicab ; : 


(b) To use any portion of the public 
street or alley as a taxicab stand or to 
permit a taxicab in his charge to stand 
upon any portion of the public street ex- 
cept for such time as is necessary to load 
or unload passengers, except in such por- 
tion of the street or alley as shall have 
been designated by the Chief of Police as 
taxicab stands; 


(c) When such person is the licensee 
owner of a taxicab which is involved in 
an accident, to fail to immediately notify 
the Chief of Police of such accident when 
the accident results in loss of life or in- 
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jury to passengers, employees or other 
persons. 


(d) To travel up and down the streets 
soliciting customers, commonly referred to 
as ‘“‘eruising”’; 


(e) To drive or permit any driver to be 
on duty for more than 10 hours in one 
day or more than 60*hours in one week; 


(f) To procure or transport or to aid 
or abet in the procuring or transporting 
of any intoxicating liquor; 


(gz) To allow any taxicab to be used for 
immoral purposes or to procure or aid in 
procuring any woman or women for im- 
moral purposes or to allow women in any 
taxicab while the same is at any stand or 
upon any street waiting for customers ; 


(h) To operate more than the number 
of taxicabs specified in the application for 
license or to operate taxicabs in excess of 
the number authorized by the City Council.

The words ‘‘motor bus’’ or ‘bus’ shall 
mean and include any motor vehicle en- 
gaged in the business, either temporarily 
or permanently, of affording transporta- 
tion of passengers for hire over a _ fixed 
route between points within the boundaries 
of said city, or between a point or points 
within the boundaries of said city and 
contiguous, adjacent, or surrounding locali- 
‘ties; and any motor vehicle engaged in or 
affording local street transportation of 
passengers for hire or for any gratuity or 
any donation; Provided, that automobiles 
u3sed as hearses, funeral cars, ambulances, 
sight-seeing buses, school buses, or taxi- 
cabs operated upon licenses or permits

part, said motor buses shall not be cper- 
ated until the owner or operator sha!l pro- 
cure a new bond or policy of insurance 
complying with this ordinance. 


(e) Filing with the City Clerk the num- 
ber of motor buses to be operated under 
such license if granted and a description 
of each, including the maker’s name, serial 
a model, year and accounting num- 

er. 


(f) Payment to the City Treasurer of 
the sum of $36.00 for each motor bus to 
be regularly used on scheduled routes. 


(g) File a schedule of rates of fares to 
be charged and of routes to be followed 
by. said applicant. 


Such license or licenses shall expire on 
the 30th day of April each year, but may 
be revoked at any time by the City Coun- 
cil for proper cause. 


When such license shall be granted, 
there shall be issued, to be affixed to the 
rear of all motor buses operated under 
such license, a metal license plate not ex- 
ceeding six inches in length which shall 
bear the license number of the motor bus 
and design of which shall be changed an- 
nually. 


Section 4. No person, whether owner 
or employee, shall drive a public motor 
bus within the City of Lansing without 
having first obtained a license as a public 
driver from the City Clerk. 


Application for a city public driver’s 
license shall be made upon blank supplied 
by the office of the City Clerk and appli- 
cant must state thereon that he is a citi- 
zen of the United States, a resident of the 
State of Michigan, twenty-one (21) years 
of age and upwards, of good moral char- 
acter, of sound physique, being without de- 
fective sight or hearing and with full use of 
both arms and hands and both legs and feet, 
able to operate a motor vehicle safely, able 
to read, write and speak the English lan- 
guage, and not addicted to the use of in- 
toxicating liquors, which application shall 
be subscribed and sworn to before a no- 
tary public and filed with the City Clerk, 
upon the approval of said application by 
the Chief of Police and the City Council, 
and the payment to the City Clerk of one 
dollar ($1.00), a city public driver’s license 
shall be granted to such applicant by the 
City Clerk. 


The city public driver’s license granted 
hereunder shall be in such form as_ to 
contain a true photograph of the licensee, 
the licensee’s signature, and _ sufficient 
blank space upon which a record may be 
kept of any arrest of such driver or seri- 
ous complaint against him. 


Upon the issuance of such city driver’s 
license there shall be delivered to such 
licensee a metal badge, with the license 
number thereon, which badge must be 
continually and conspicuously displayed on 
the outside of the licensee’s cap when he 
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is enaged in his employment as a public 
driver. 


A full and complete copy of each appli- 
cation filed and each license issued here- 
under, together with record entries, re- 
newals and revocations thereof shal] be 
kept on file in the office of the City Clerk 
of the City of Lansing. 


The City Council may revoke such 
license at any time hereafter for proper 
cause. 


. When any entry on such license has been 
defaced, renewed or obliterated, or the 
licensee fails to wear his badge as herein 
provided, such license shall automatically 
be revoked and any driver whose license 
has been so revoked, shall not again be 
licensed as a city driver in the City of 
Lansing. 


All public driver’s licenses shall expire, 
unless sooner revoked, on April 30th of 
each year. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful for any 
person licensed hereunder as the owner or 
operator of a motor bus to permit the use 
of said motor bus on the streets of the 
City of Lansing by anyone. except a 
licensed driver employed by such operator 
or owner. 


Section 6. (a) No change shall be made 
in the fares charged nor the routes fol- 
lowed from that set forth, in the applica- 
tion for license except upon approval of 
open change or changes by the City Coun- 
cil. 


(b) Adjustments of schedules shall be 
made as the need arises on each line from 
the determination of the total cost per 
mile and its relation to the corresponding 
revenue per mile, which shall be ascer- 
tained from a record of passengers carried 
on each trip. 


(c) Extensions or contractions of routes 
shall be made upon satisfactory evidence 
of necessity and convenience. Thereupon 
there shall first be a 30 day trial of such 
extension or contraction, the result of 
which shall determine the continuance or 
abandonment of said change. 


Section 7. For each additional motor 
bus acquired and regularly used during the 
term of any license, the licensee shall pay 
to the City Clerk the sum of three dollars 
($3.00) per month, or any portion thereof 
from the date said motor bus is so ac- 
quired and used until the 30th day of April 
next following and shall file with the City 
Clerk such data and information as the 
City Council may require. 


For each bus not regularly used on a 
schedule, commonly known as an “extra’’ 
or for each bus used in temporary situa- 


tions, the licensee shall pay to the City. 


Clerk the sum of five dollars ($5.00) per 
year and shall file with the City Clerk 
such data and information as the City 
Council may require. 
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Section 8. It shall be unlawful for any 
person: 


(a) To operate or permit the operation 
of a motor bus unless it is in good re- 
pair and running condition and the _ in- 
terior thereof clean and sanitary ; 


(b) To permit boisterous, immoral or 
disorderly conduct on a motor bus or the 
drinking of intoxicating liquors therein ; 


(c) To drive or permit any driver to be 
on duty for more than ten (10) hours in 
one day or more than sixty (60) hours in 
one week. 


. Section 9. All Ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


Section 10. This Ordinance and _ the 
various parts, sections, and clauses hereof 
are hereby declared to be severable. If. 
any part, section or clause hereof is ad- 
judged unconstitutional or invalid, it is 
intended that the balance of the ordinance 
shall remain in full- force and effect. 


Section 11. Any person who shall vio- 
late any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction § thereof 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars ($100.00), or by im- 
prisonment for a period of not more than 
sixty (60) days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, within the discretion of the 
court.

Gentlemen: 


An opinion has been requested as to the 
legal aspects of the matters alleged in a 
communication from the Lansing Associa- 
tion of Insurance Agents. 
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Section 53 of the City Charter provides 
in part: 


“‘No member of the City Council nor 
any person holding any elective or 
appointive office under the city govern- 
ment shall be interested in any con- 
tract with the city or be a bondsman 
or surety on any contract or bond 
given to the city.’’ 


The effect of this charter provision is to 
make illegal and void any city contract in 
which any city official is interested. In- 
terest, in this connection, means any 
pecuniary interest. The policy of the law 
covers a corporation for example, in which 
the city official is an officer, director or 
stockholder. In!the Numacher vs. City of 
Louisville, 98 Ky., 334, a contract between 
the City and a corporation which had a 
paid employee who was a member of the 
city council, was held void. In Ferle vs. 
City of Lansing, 189 Mich., 501, the City 
was enjoined from paying for lumber sold 
to the Department of Public Works by the 
Rikerd Lumber Company because Hiram 
Rikerd was both a police and fire commis- 
sioner and an officer and stockholder of the 
lumber company. The court said that in 
adopting this charter provision, ‘the 
electors undoubtedly believed that enough 
good men could be found to administer 


the government of the city after excluding ~ 


those who expected or desired contracts 
with it.’”’ Experience has shown that public 
opinion alone is not sufficient to prevent 
the tendency to abuse in the matter under 
consideration. Hence, the strict provision 
of the charter to insure that no city officer 
shall undertake to serve two masters. 


A beer bond, however, while it is a con- 
tract, is not a contract with the city. It 
runs to the people of the State of Michi- 
gan and is filed with the Liquor Control 
Commission. An insurance man selling a 
beer bond from which he derives a commis- 
sion is interested therein but, not being a 
contract with the city, the transaction is 
not prohibited by the charter. 


‘Nor do I find it to be otherwise made 
illegal for an alderman to sell a beer bond 
to an applicant for a beer license unless 
upon the agreement or understanding that 
the vote of the alderman for approval of 
the license is to be given. In such ease, 
the situation amounts to the receipt of a 
bribe by a public officer. 


Of course, a puble officer can make im- 
proper use of his position without commit- 
t.ng » crime. If an alderman attempts to 
sell a beer bond, under the threat, express 
or implied, that a refusal will result in 
disapproval of the license, anyone would 
say that such use of a public office is not 
morally proper. 


Any further opinion in the matters com- 
plained of must depend on a more com- 
plete statement of the facts.

TRAFFIC COMMISSION RECOM- 
MENDATIONS 


That if the passenger car traffic on M78 
is routed on Capitol avenue from Main 
street to Saginaw street the following 
recommendations should be made to the 
City Council: 


1. Truck traffic should follow the pres- 
ent routing on Main Street to Cherry 
Street and on Cherry Street to Kalamazoo 
Street. 


2. No angle parking should be permit- 
ted on Capitol Avenue between Main 
Street and Saginaw Street. 


8. Capitol Avenue should be widened 
from Main Street to Kalamazoo Street and 
from Ottawa Street to Saginaw Street. 


4. Traffic signal lights conforming with 
the present downtown lights should be in- 
stalled at the intersections of Capitol Ave- 
nue at Kalamazoo Street and at Ottawa 
Street. 


5. No left turns should be allowed at 
the intersection of Capitol Avenue. at 
Michigan Avenue. 


6. That the public should be encouraged 
to use other streets than E. Michigan Ave- 
nue, such as Kalamazoo Street, Shiawassee 
Street and Saginaw Street to facilitate east 
bound traffic. 


7. It is recommended that the City 
Council reconsider the matter of no park- 
ing before 9:00 A. M. on the following 
streets: on Washington Avenue from’ Kala- 
mazoo Street to Shiawassee Street; on 
Capitol Avenue from Washtenaw Street to 
Tonia Street; on Michigan Avenue between 
Capitol Avenue and Grand Avenue; and 
on Grand Avenue between Washtenaw 
Street and Ionia Street. 


The purpose of this change is not due 
to congestion at this hour, but rather to 
make space available for shoppers rather 
than all day parkers and to assist in mak- 
ing necessary freight and other deliveries 
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to business houses. The transportation 
companies will cooperate with this move.

Gentlemen: 


Included in the lists of streets that are 
presented each year for Black Top (oil 
aggregate) are many streets that have a 
depth of gravel of less than six inches. It 
is poor practice to construct Black Top on 
such streets because after removing 214” 
in order to Jay the new surface very little 
is left for a foundation. Some of the 
streets on which this has been done are 
now breaking up and maintenance costs 
will be excessive on these sections. 


Therefore, I recommend that no Black 
Top be laid on streets where the depth of 
gravel is less than six inches. I _ also 
would recommend the passage of an ordi- 
nance placing a definite weight limit on 
vehicles using Black Top Streets.

Section 1 of the ordinance en- 
titled “‘An Ordinance to regulate and 
license hawking, peddling, and_= street 
vending, and to prohibit persons from 
hawking, peddling or vending goods, wares, 
merchandise, drugs fruits, vegetables, food 
stuffs and service within the limits of the 
City of Lansing without a license’”’ is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 


Section 1. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall engage in the business of hawk- 
ing, peddling or vending at retail any 
goods, wares, merchandise, drugs, fruits, 
vegetables, food stuffs and services from 
door to door or upon the streets, alleys and 
public places, or to any hotel, or rooming 
house, on foot or with a pushcart or other 
vehicle or conveyance, either by sample or 
by taking orders therefore for delivery at 
the time or in the future without first hav- 
ing obtained a license therefor as in this 
ordinance provided. 


The business of hawking, peddling or 
vending,-for the purposes of this ordinance 
shall include selling or offering for sale at 
retail any of the classes of commodities in 
this section mentioned, by sample or by 
taking orders, or otherwise, for delivery at 
the time or in the future. It shall include 
those who travel about the city, during the 
conduct of the business herein mentioned, 
on foot, or with a pusheart or vehicle, and 
those who sell from (temporary) stands in 
or about the public street, provided that 
this ordinance shall not apply to the busi- 
ness of selling on the city market, and 
Provided that this ordinance shall not ap- 
ply to the acts of persons selling products 
produced, grown or manufactured by their 
own labor. And further provided that the 
provisions of this ordinance shall not be 
applied in such manner as to unlawfully 
interfere with interstate commerce. 


The city clerk is hereby authorized and 
directed to have application for license 
blanks printed with a copy of this ordi- 
nance and the amendments hereof printed 
thereon. Such license shall not be trans- 
ferable, and the person, firm or corporation 
procuring such license shall be deemed re- 
oni for all transactions had there- 
under. 


Any person, firm or corporation desiring 
to procure a license under this ordinance 
shall first make out and file with the city 
clerk, a written application stating the 
full name, permanent and local address of 
said applicant. 


The period or‘ length of time it is pro- 
posed to operate under such license, and 
shall state in detail the particular goods, 
wares, merchandise, drugs, fruits, vege- 
tables, food stuffs or services which said 
applicant proposes to vend under the terms 
of said license; and no other good3, wares, 
merchandise, drugs, fruits, vegetables, 
food stuffs, or services than such as_ is 
named in such application shall be vended 
and sold under the terms of said license.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. No person, corporation or 


society of any kind, nature or description, 
including charitable, fraternal or eleemosy- 
nary, their agents, representatives or em- 
ployees, shall sell any newspaper, article 
or thing, or secure subscriptions for the 
payment thereof, or solicit funds, proceeds 
of which are to be used for any so-called 
charitable purpose, within the limits of the 
City of Lansing, without first having se- 
cured from the bonds and contracts com- 
mittee of the City Council a written per- 
mit so to do.. 

Section 2. No person, society or corpo- 
ration, their agents, representatives or em- 
ployees, shall sell any newspaper, article 
or thing, or secure subscriptions therefor, 
or solicit funds by falsely claiming that 
the proceeds are to be used for any s0- 
called charitable purpose. 


Section 3. Before the bonds and con- 
tracts committee shall issue any permit for 
any of the purposes aforesaid, the person, 
corporation or society, fraternal or other- 
wise, shall file with the city clerk a writ- 
ten application at least ten days before 
the issuance of such permit. Such appli- 


cation shall state the name or names of’ 


the persons desiring to engage in such 
practice, the articles intended to be sold 
or subscribed, the purpose for which the 
same is to be done and the date or dates 
of permission. Such application must have 
the signatures of at least six reputable 
citizens of this city recommending the per- 
son, society or corporation to whom such 
permit is to be given and the purpose for 
which sales or subscriptions are to be 
made. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the 
bonds and contracts committee to direct a 
member of the police force to make an in- 
vestigation of the matter of issuing such 
permit, and such officer shall file with the 
committee a written report of the result 
of his investigation before such permit 
shall be issued. 


Section 5. Application blanks for such 
permits shall be prepared by the city clerk 
and furnished free of charge to the appli- 
cants. There shall be no fee charged for 
the issuance or granting of such permits. 


Section 6. Whenever it is deemed ad- 
visable by the bonds and contracts com- 
mittee to issue a permit to any corporation 
or society as aforesaid, the committee is 
hereby authorized to issue as many per- 
mits as it may deem necessary to any 
such corporation or society, as aforesaid. 
The names of the persons entitled to en- 
gage in such practice shall be left in blank 
to be. filled in by the officers of any such 
corporation or society. 
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Section 7. Whenever any person, society 
or organization, their agents or representa~ 
tives are engaged in the soliciting of 
money or subscriptions of any kind for a 
charitable purpose, either upon the streets 
or from house to house, it shall be their 
duty to have with them the permit author- 
izing them to do the same and they shall 
‘exhibit the same upon demand from any 
citizen or police officer. 


Section 8. Before a second permit is 
granted to any person, society or corpora- 
tion to engage in the practice as set forth 
in Section 1 hereof, there shall be filed 
with the city clerk a written statement, 
under oath, setting forth fully and com- 
pletely the full amount of moneys received 
under authority of the former permit and 
the expenditures of such moneys. Such 
report shall be in detail and must be ap- 
proved of by the city comptroller, in sub- 
stance and in form, before another permit 
shall be issued to the same persons for a 
like purpose. 


Section 9. Any person, corporation or 
society, their officers, agents or representa- 
tives violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance or failing to comply there- 
with shall upon conviction thereof be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than $100 or 
by imprisonment for not more than ninety 
(90) days.

Re: Claim of Clarion D.. Smith 
Gentlemen: 


By statute, the municipality is required 
to keep its streets in a condition reason- 
ably safe and fit for public travel. Other- 
wise, the municipality is liable in damages 
to one injured by an obstruction in the 
street, provided the municipality had actual 
or constructive notice thereof, where no- 
tice is necessary, a sufficient length of time 
before the injury to have remedied the 
unsafe condition. There are certain more 
or less necessary articles in streets such 
as shade trees which, although to some 
extent obstructions, are not such as_ to 
make the municipality liable for injuries 
resulting from’ colliding therewith, provided 
they are properly located. A limb of a 
tree projecting into the street dangerously 
low may make the city liable. It is a 
question of fact in each instance. 


The claim filed by C. D. Smith states 
the limb was about 9 feet above the 
ground. The situation presents a typical 
jury question: Was the street dangerous 
or was it reasonably safe? This is a 
question of fact and not of law.

REPORTS. OF CITY OFFICERS 
June 29, 1936. 


Honorable Mayor, Max Templeton, 
City of Lansing. 


Dear Sir: 


In the past the First Ward has been 
considered as the dumping grounds of the 
city. Our streets were rundown, many 
streets had no shade and in one area “out 
houses”’ were still being used. During the 
past eighteen months these conditions have 
been almost completely exterminated and 
the First Ward has been put well on its 
way to the levels of other wards. 


By the time our black top program is 
completed this year al] streets being quali- 
fied for black top, having curb and gutter, 
will have it. Shade trees have been planted 
on most of our “bare’”’ streets, sixty feet 
apart and soon people who use ‘out 
houses” and walked as far as a block and 
a half to pump water will be given a new 
$305,000 sewer and water system. Labor 
for this project has been given more con- 
sideration in wages than ever before. This 
project is being rapidly completed through 
the cooperation of the Mayor, Max Tem- 
pleton, and City Engineer, Sam Jacka, so 
that in the next two months sewer and 
water will be in, street improvements will 
be completed and ready for fall and win- 
ver use. 


The cost of all these improvements in 
the First Ward totals better than a quar- 
ter of a million dollars which is more 
money and improvement than the _ First 
Ward has had in any fifteen years put to- 
gether. These improvements were gotten 
at a small cost to the taxpayer, as several 
years ago a bond issue was voted by the 
people to take care of about a third of the 
cost of the sewer and water project, the 
balance was secured in Washington 
through W.P.A. and P.W.A., by our Mayor 
and City Engineer. 


I also wish to comment on the cleaning 
of an old “eye sore’ on the corner of 
Grand River Avenue dnd Center Street, 
where the first house erected in the city 
of Lansing once stood. It is marked by a 
stone memorial and the ruins of the old 
building has been changed to a fine free 
parking lot. The old, much-talked-of mill 
race is no more. 


Thinking of all the wonderful coopera- 
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tion that has been given the people of the 
First Ward, I am taking this opportunity 
in behalf of my people to extend my hearty 
and sincere thanks to you and the depart- 
ment heads under your supervision.

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. DEFINITIONS. . Unless it 
appears in the context that a different 
meaning is intended, the following words 
shall have the meaning given by this or- 
dinance: 


“Person” shall mean and include every 
person, firm, association or corporation. 


‘Used Automobile Dealer’? shall mean a 
dealer in used automobiles when purchased 
or sold as a unit. 


Section 2. LICENSES. No person shall 
engage in business as a used automobile 
dealer in the City of Lansing without first 
having secured a license from the City 
Clerk as herein provided. 


Section 3. APPLICATION FOR 
LICENSES. Application for license as a 
used automobile dealer shall be made by 
the owner or authorized agent upon blanks 
to be furnished by the City Clerk and 
shall contain: 


(a) The full name, age, and residence 
of the owner. 


(b) The site or sites upon which such 
business is to be conducted. 


(c) Length of time in business as a used 
automobile dealer continuously prior 
to the application. 


(d) The date of license from the Secre- 
tary of State of the State of Michi- 
gan authorizing the conduct of a 
business in used automobiles. 


The said application shall be subscribed 
and sworn to by the applicant and filed 
with the City Clerk. The application shall 
be immediately referred by the City -Clerk 
to the City Council which shall cause an 
investigation to be made of the fitness of 
the applicant as to character and ability 
to conduct such a business. If in the 
opinion of the City Council, the person 
making the application is a proper person 
and the place to be used is zoned for such 
business, it shall authorize the granting 
of the license upon the payment of _ the 
license fee, which said license shall be 
issued by the City Clerk, provided that ap- 
plicant shall first execute a bond to the 
City of Lansing and file same with the City 
Clerk, in the penal sum of $1,000 with 
adequate and proper sureties, conditioned 
that said business shall be operated in ac- 
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cordance with the laws of the State of 
Michigan and the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, and that any judgment rendered in 
any court against such applicant arising 
out of the conduct of such business, will 
be paid. Any person who is damnified by 
reason of said business being operated in 
violation of the provisions of such bond 
may, in the name of the City of Lansing, 
but at his own sole costs and charges, in- 
stitute an action upon the same to recover 
damages sustained by him. 


Section 4. LICENSE FEE. The license 
fee herein provided shall be Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) per year or fraction thereof. All 
licenses shall terminate on the 30th day of 
April next following the time application 
for license is made. Provided, however, 
that the provisions of this ordinance shall 
not include those persons who are engaged 
in the business or buying or taking in ex- 
change, automobile for the sole purpose of 
handling the same as junk. 


Section 5. RECORD. Every used auto- 
mobile dealer shall keep in the place of 
business named in such license so issued 
to him, a record of the purchase and sale 
of all automobiles and all such other rec- 
ords as are required by the Secretary of 
State of the State of Michigan, which are 
now in force by the law or which may 
hereafter be required, the same to be kept 
up to date legibly written in the English 
language, and all such records and stock 
in trade shall be open to the _ inspection 
of the Chief of Police or any member or 
members of the Police Department desig- 
nated by him, without the formality of 
legal process. 


Section 6. PLACES OF BUSINESS. 
All places of business and sites upon which 
a license has been issued as_ aforesaid, 
shall be kept neat and orderly at all times, 
and in cases of open lots, automobiles 
shall not be parked closer than one (1) 
foot to the lot line. 


Section (= DEALERS’ LICENSE 
PLATES. Each used automobile dealer 
shall purchase from the Secretary of State 
and have in his possession prior to Jan. 1 
of each year, at least three (3) sets of 
dealers’ license plates, and shall use such 
dealers’ license plates upon all automobiles 
not registered in the name of said dealer 
when being used and driven upon. the 
streets of the City of Lansing. 


Section 8. PUBLIC LIABILITY IN- 
SURANCE. Each used automobile dealer 
shall carry public liability insurance in an 
amount of at least Ten Thousand ($10,000) 
Dollars public liability upon each automo- 
bile owned by said dealer and _ operated 
upon the streets of the City of Lansing. 


Section 9. REPOSSESSION. All used 
automobile dealers’ finance companies, or 
any other corporation, co-partnership or 
individual who shall seize or repossess any 
automobile for any reason whatsoever, 
with or without legal process, unless the 
automobile is voluntarily delivered by the 
possessor to the repossessor, shall imme- 
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diately make report of such action to th 
Police Department of the City of Lansins 


Section 10. PENALTY. Any person vic 
lating any of the provisions of this ord 
nance shall, upon conviction thereof befo1 
a court of competent jurisdiction, be pu 
ished by a fine of not exceeding Thri 
Hundred Dollars ($300) and costs of pros 
cution, and in default thereof, be impriso: 
ed for a period not exceeding ninety day 
or by both such fine and imprisonment 
the discretion of the court. 


Section 11. All ordinances or parts of oa 
dinances inconsistent or in conflict her 
with are hereby repealed. 


Section 12. Should any provision 
section of this ordinance be held unco 
stitutional or invalid, such holding shzr 
not be construed as affecting the validi 
of any of the remaining provisions 
sections, it being the intent that this 
dinance shall stand notwithstanding t 
invalidity of any provision or section. 


Section 13. This ordinance is deemed 
be immediately necessary for the presery 
tion of the public health, peace and safe 
of this city and shall, therefore, take eff 
immediately.

To City Council: | 
Gentlemen: 


I take this opportunity to report to you 
on the stoker placed on the boiler at the 
Lansing Children’s Home last fall. 


In the first place, the matron reports 
that the past winter is the first winter 
they have kept real warm. 


The saving between the oil consumed 
each winter and coal used this past winter 
is not the only saving. We were burning 
2 tons of hard coal every 4 weeks, at a 
cost of $25.00, or $12.50 per ton, to heat 
water being used before we placed this 
stoker on the boiler. Our dryer was 
electrically driven and the cost for power 
was about $90.00 per month. This dryer 
was worn out, and if it were replaced it 
would have cost $1,450.00, but for around 
$224.00 Mr. Brenner took out the electrical 
equipment from the old dryer, .put on a 
steam control and from this same boiler 
we have gotten a better dryer than we 
could have bought for any amount of 
money. 


We bought a carload of coal from 
Peter’s Coal Co., which was rotten and we 
had to buy coal to put with this to get any 
heat out of it. This car had 66 tons, and 
altogether we bought 125 tons of coal and 
have 20 tons left of this rotten coal which 
we are getting by with by burning it for 
steam and hot water. 


We used last winter 105 tons of coal at 
a cost of $567.30, and oil for the past two 
winters has cost around $1,400.00 each 
winter. This saving alone paid for the 
stoker. 


I will close in saying that by buying a 
good grade of stoker coal this coming 
winter we will not use to exceed 70 tons 
of coal.

ection 399. All rewards and proceeds 
gifts from any source and all emolu- 
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ments that may be allowed by the council 
on account of extraordinary services per- 
formed by members of the fire or police 
department, all fines imposed upon mem- 
bers of the fire or police department for 
violation of rules, and two percent of the 
salaries paid to the members of the fire 
and police department of the City of Lan- 
sing, shall be paid into the — retirement 
fund. All retired members shall pay one 
percent of their retirement salaries into 
the fund. The balance, if any, necessary 
for such retirement payments, shall be 
provided for by the city council in the 
annual budget, and the city council shall 
have the authority within the general tax 
limits fixed by this charter, to raise each 
year by tax on real and personal property, 
such sums as may be necessary to meet 
the payment of the pensions herein pro- 
vided.

retired fireman or policeman may be tem- 
porarily called to active service, but shall 
be required to serve only during such 
emergency. All firemen and policemen re- 
tired for disability may at any time be 
required to be re-examined by the City 
Health Officer and two other’ reputable 
physicians, one to be appointed by the 
council, and one by the applicant. If 
such re-examination shall show that such 
retired fireman or policeman is capable of 
performing regular duty, the council may 
rescind the resolution placing such fire- 
man or policeman upon the retired list, 
and may require him to return to regular 
duty on full pay. 


Section 401. The provisions of this 
chapter, with reference to payments and 
retirements shall not be construed to ap- 
ply to special officers, privately employed 
patrolmen or special firemen.

ORDINANCES 


Alderman Toy introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Sections 7 and 8 
of the Ordinance entitled “An Ordinance 
relative to the owning and keeping of 
dogs and regulating the running at large 
of such dogs, providing for the killing of 
dogs and penalties for violation hereof,” 
being Ordinance No. 181 of the ordinances 
of the City of Lansing. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 7 and 8 of-the or- 
dinance entitled “An Ordinance relative 
to the owning and keeping of dogs and 
regulating the running at large of such 
dogs, providing for the killing of dogs 
and penalties for violation hereof,” are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 7. It shall be lawful for any 
person and shall be the duty of each and 
every police officer of the City of Lansing 
to seize and deliver to the dog warden or 
Ingham’ County Humane Society any dog 
running at large in said city in violation 
of this ordinance. 


Section 8. It shall be the duty of the 
dog warden named as herein provided, or 
the Ingham County Humane Society, as 
soon as any dog may be delivered to the 
dog warden or Ingham County Humane 
Society under the provisions of this ordi- 
nance to serve notice in writing upon the 
owner or owners of such dog if such 
owner be known. Any such dog so im- 
pounded may be redeemed or taken from 
such pound by the owner or any other per- 
son any time within the period of five 
days from the date of such notice or the 
receipt of such dog by the warden or Ing- 
ham County Humane Society upon _ the 
payment of one dollar ($1.09) impounding 
fee and the further sum of twenty-five 
($.25) cents for each day or part of day 
such dog is in the custody of such. war- 
den or Ingham County Humane Society. 
If not so claimed such dog shall be dis- 

of as directed by such warden or 
Ingham County Humane Society.

Section 395. Any person who has 
served as a member of the fire or police 
department of the City of Lansing for 
twenty-five _years, upon making written 
application to the chief of the department, 
shall be placed on a retired list, without 
medical examination for disability. If a 
member of the fire and police department 
becomes totally disabled while a member 
of the fire or police department of the 
City of Lansing he shall be placed on the 
list of retired firemen or policemen. 


Section 396. All such retired firemen 
and policemen shall receive a monthly pay- 
ment equal to one-half the amount of the 
monthly salary attached to the rank that 
they held in the fire and police depart- 
ment the date of retirement, during the 
remainder of their natural lives, except 
as hereinafter provided, and in event the 
salary of said rank be changed then he 
shall receive half of the salary of such 
rank as changed, provided that any com- 
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pensation that may be ordered under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, so-called, 
shall be considered as a part of and de- 
ducted from, such pension. 


Section 397. Total disability shall be 
construed to mean any injury or the con- 
tracting of any disease or illness while a 
member of the fire or police department 
of the City of Lansing, arising out of and 
in the course of such employment, which 
shall permanently prevent such person 
from performing his duties in ‘such de- 
partment. The City Health Officer and 
two other reputable physicians, one to be 
appointed by the council, and one by the 
applicant, shall determine whether or not 
total or partial disability exist; and if, 
partial, the extent thereof, and shall cer- 
tify the result of their findings to the 
council, which findings shall be binding 
upon the council. 


Section 398. Monthly payments shall 
be made to the widow of any fireman or 
policeman of the City of Lansing who 
shall be killed or whose death shall be 
caused by any injury or the contracting 
of any disease or illness, arising out of 
and in the course of such employment; 
upon resolution by the council, as here- 
inafter provided. Said payment shall be 
the sum of Fifty Dollars ($50.00) per 
month during the term of her natural life, 
or until she remarries, in which case all 
Payments to such widow shall cease. A 
payment of Ten Dollars ($10.00) per 
month shall be paid to each of the chil- 
dren, if any, of such fireman or police- 
man, as shall be under the age of sixteen 
years, and all payments to such children 
shall continue until they attain the age 
of sixteen years, respectively. Whenever 
an active or retired fireman or policeman 
shall be killed or dies from injuries, dis- 
ease or illness, contracted while a member 
of the fire or police department, the coun- 
cil shall appropriate a sum not to exceed 
Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) for 
funeral expenses, same to be paid out of 
the retirement fund, provided there are no 
dependents. Whenever a retired fireman 
or policeman of the City of Lansing dies 
and leaves a widow, such widow shall re- 
ceive a monthly payment of Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) for the remainder of her natural 
life, provided however, that such payments 
shall cease upon her remarriage. 


Section 399. All rewards and proceeds 
or gifts from any source and all emolu- 
ments that may be allowed by the council 
on account of extraordinary services per- 
formed by members of the fire or police 
department, all fines imposed upon mem- 
bers of the fire or police department for 
violation of rules, and two percent of the 
salaries paid to the members of the fire 
and police department of the City of Lan- 
sing, shall be paid into the retirement 
fund. All retired members shall pay one 
percent of their retirement salaries into 
the fund.

The City Attorney, City Building Inspec- 
tor and Health Director, to whom was re- 
ferred the petition from residents in the 
vicinity of the Savant Garment Cleaners, 
1120 E. Michigan Avenue, concerning a 
smoke nuisance, beg leave to report that 
the alleged nuisance does not come within 
the prohibitions of the smoke ordinance. 
Tests made by the Building Department 
of the Umbrascope show that the smoke 
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emitted from this heating system does noi 
exceed in density the requirements of the 
ordinance. There is no practical methoc 
of measuring the grease content of thr 
smoke, 


The Savant Garment Cleaners is locatet 
in a “C’? Commercial district which permit 
of the maintenance of a laundry employin; 
five persons or less. This particular busi 
ness establishment started in a small wa 
some years ago with the use of less tha 
five persons but now employ eighteen per 
sons. To require that this business uni 
should reduce its working force to nec 
more than five persons would probably nc 
have any direct affect upon the alleged smok 
nuisance complained of. If the situatio 
is as bad as is claimed by residents in tt 
vicinity it would seem that they wou! 
have an adequate remedy by legal actic 
to abate a private nuisance. 


It is suggested that a heating engine 
might be able to suggest changes in tl 
heating plant or in the grade of oil us: 
which would eliminate the trouble cor 
plained of. 


It is the opinion of the Director 
Health that the inhalation of fumes a: 
smoke from crude oil which has not u 
dergone satisfactory combustion may be 
definite health hazard. Asthma and oth 
respiratory tract diseases are doubtless ¢ 
gravated by the inhallation of such fur 
and smoke.

No person, firm or corpor 
tion owning any building in said ci 
shall knowingly permit any  windc 
washer to clean the windows above t 
first floor, without the use of safety belli 
as hereinafter defined. 


Section 2. The owner of every buildi: 
in the city of Lansing where the windo: 
are required to be washed from the ou 
side by standing on the ledges, wheth 
such owner be a person, firm or corpo) 
tion, or the agent of any such owner, hét 
ing charge and management of any su 
building, shall install safety devices a 
equipment of a design approved by 1 
Building Inspector of the City of Lansii 
for the use of safety belts by persons e 
ployed for the washing of the outside 
any windows above the first floor. 

Section 8. Every such owner or agi 
shall require the use of such safety dev 
by anyone employed in the washing 
windows upon his, her or its building. 


Section 4. No person, firm or corpc 
tion, either personally or through 
ployees, shall engage in the cleaning 
any windows above the first floor of : 
building in the City of Lansing abutt 
a public street, unless such building ab 
the first floor shall be equipped for 
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use of safety belts for those engaged in 
the washing of such windows where such 
work requires the standing upon or the 
use of outside ledges. 


Section 5. No person shall wash win- 
dows in any building in the City of Lan- 
sing above the first floor without being 
properly equipped with a safety belt, and 
no person shall wash any window or win- 
dows in any building above the first floor, 
as in this ordinance provided, while stand- 
ing upon a ledge or other projection from 
said building unless and until he shall 
have such safety belt property adjusted 
and properly attached to the building. 


Section 6. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion guilty of a violation of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be subject to a fine of 
not to exceed $100.00 or imprisonment for 
a period of not to exceed thirty days, or 
both such fine and imprisonment, in the 
discretion of the Court.

(4) Names and addresses 
last two employers; such application 
n11 be accompanied by a fee of $20.00 
ich shal] be an annual fee. The Clerk, 
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if the application is in the proper form, 
shall issue a license which shall be upon 
a suitable card and shall be carried upon 
the person of the licensee at all times 
when engaged in selling or soliciting the 
sale of automobiles and automobile trucks. 
Such license shall be dated, shall be prop- 
erly authenticated by said City Clerk, 
shall certify that the person named as 
licensee is licensed to engage in _ said 
business and shall state the term for 
which said license is valid. 


Section 3. In addition to such applica- 
tion, the applicant shall file with the City 
Clerk a bond to the City of Lansing in the 
penal sum of $1,000.00, with good and 
sufficient sureties, conditioned on the ap- 
plicant’s paying any damages occasioned 
by his fraud, deceit or misrepresentation 
in the conduct of such business. Any per- 
son who is damnified by reason of the 
fraud, deceit or misrepresentation of such 
licensee in the conduct of such business 
may, in the name of the people of the 
City of Lansing, but at his own costs and 
charges, institute an action upon _ such 
bond to recover damages sustained by him. 


Section 4. Licenses shall be valid up to 
May ist of each year following the date 
of issue.

Gentlemen: 


The special committee to whom you re- 
ferred the matter relative ta the County 
Dog Pound and its relation to the Ingham 
County Humane Society, have carefully 
studied the question and beg leave to re- 
port the following: ; 
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1. By action of the Lansing City Coun- 
cil the City Lansing agree: 


(a) To buy a suitable acreage southeast 
of Lansing on which may be located a dog 
pound. The same to be the official dog 
pound for said City of Lansing and the 
County of Ingham. 


(b) The said City of Lansing further 
agrees to construct at its expense on above 
mentioned location a building, of suitable 
size and construction, to house and prop- 
erly care for all dogs impounded by said 
City of Lansing and County of Ingham. 


2. The City of Lansing shall appoint 
one dog warden, said appointment to be 
agreeable to the Ingham County Humane 
Society. 


(a) Said warden duties shall not include 
the collection of delinquent dog tax. 


(b) All fees, collected by said warden 
or by Ingham County Humane Society 
shall revert to the general funds of Ing- 
ham County. 


(c) All bills for expense of maintenance 
and operation of said pound to be present- 
ed, monthly audited and allowed or re- 
jected by the County Board of Supervisors. 
The bills to be paid from the general funds 
of said County. 


(d) Said city dog warden shall be paid 
from the general funds of Ingham County 
but shall not be paid in excess of $100 per 
month or $1,200 in any one year. He to 
furnish his own pickup truck, the County 
to pay mileage expense at prevailing rate, 
expense not be in excess of $25.00 for any 
one month or $300 for any one year. 


8. The appointment of the County dog 
warden shall be made by the Sheriff of said 
County of Ingham. The appointment to 
be ratified by the County Board of Super- 
visors. Said Warden appointment to be as 
a special Deputy Sheriff, he at all times 
to be under jurisdiction of Sheriff of said 
County. 


(a) The duties of said county Dog War- 


den to be the same as present dog warden, 


collecting stray dogs, collection of delin- 
quent dog tax, etc. 


‘b) Said County dog Warden to be paid 
on a fee basis. 


(ec) All stray animals (dogs, cats, etc.) 
collected by County dog Warden to be de- 
livered daily to County dog pound. 


(d) Said Special Deputy to be properly 
bonded. 


4. It is further understood that one 
caretaker of said pound is to be hired. His 
appointment to be made by the Ingham

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council, 
City of Lansing,

Gentlemen : 


For a number of years past our depart- 
ment has been greatly handicapped for a 
place to repair our cars and fire apparatus, 
specially so in the last four years since the 
Police cars and Police telegraph has been 
turned over to the fire department for 
maintenance. The only place that we have 
to do this work is at Central Station, and 
often we are compelled to park our cars 
or a piece of fire apparatus out of doors 
while the repairs are being made. 


With this in mind we decided, with the 
help of the Mayor and City Officials, to get 
through a WPA project for the purpose 
of building a retaining wall along’ the 
river in the rear of No. 1 Station and the 
Telegraph building. This wall would be 
150 feet long and would give us the de 
sired land that we had hoped to, in the 
near future, be able to build a one-story 
shop. This building would be large enough 
for repair work, painting fire apparatus 
and stordge space for the fire alarm tele- 
graph department. 


Regarding the WPA project— 


With the help of the Engineering De- 
partment we submitted a project a year 
ago, in June, 1935. The sponsor’s share 
at that time to be $1,633.75 and Federal 
funds $17,231.40, or a total of $18,865.15, 
to complete the wall. 


However, this project did not get ap- 
proved at Washington until about October 
15, 1935. At this time we called on the 
local WPA officials and went over it with 
them to see if we could get it started. 
They informed us that we did not provide 
for the protection from frost, which 
amounted to $1.25 per yard; and they in- 
formed us that we would have to wait 
until Spring. About April lst we called 
on them again and at this time they told 
us that they could not start any project 
that would not be completed by June 30th, 
as that was the end of their fiscal year. 
Also due to the fact that they did not 
have any expert labor on the WPA rolls 
the City of Lansing woud have to stand 
this part of it; and due to the increased 
cost of materials we would have to add on 
25% more to the project cost. They also 
told us that if Michigan got its allotment 
of money, our project would be first on the 
list. Since then we had given up any hope 
of getting the retaining wall, 


A week ago they informed us that they 
were ready to go and wanted to get start- 
ed on it at once but the City of Lansing 
would have to put up $6,097.00 and they 
would complete the rest, about $20,000.00, 
making a total of about a $25,000.00 
project. : 


We realize the fact that this money 
would have to come from some source out- 
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side of our department as we have just 
enough in our budget to get by. During 
the last four years this department has 
turned over to the City about this amount 
for fighting outside fires in Lansing Town- 
ship. 


We are appealing to you at this time 
to give this your sincere attention and im 
vite you to look over the site of this 
project, and feel free to ask any questions 
pertaining to the way this department 
functions.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Clark introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE to regulate, control 
and license the sale, storage, delivery and 
distribution of milk and milk products 
within the City of Lansing and to provide 
for the inspection of dairy herds, dairies 
and milk plants to prohibit the use of 
milk bottles for any purpose other than 
for the storage and delivery of milk and 
milk products and to provide penalties for 
the violation of the provisions hereof. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. DEFINITIONS. For the pur- 
pose of this ordinance milk products shall 
be deemed to include sweet cream, sour 
cream, vitamin D milk, skimmed milk, but- 
termilk, cultured milk, chocolate milk, 
oe hrglie milk, Grade A milk and goats’ 
milk. 


MILK. Milk is the whole, fresh clean, 
lacteal secretion obtained by the complete 
milking of one or more healthy cows prop- 
erly fed and kept, excluding that obtained 
within fifteen days before and five days 
after calving or such longer period as may 
be necessary to render the milk prac- 
tically colostrum free, and which contains 
not less than eight and five-tenths (8.5) 
per cent milk solids not fat, and not less 
than three (3) per cent milk fat and 
which has a specific gravity at sixty de- 
grees F. of between 1,029 to 1,033. 


—_ 
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MILK FAT OR BUTTER FAT. Milk 
fat or butter fat is the fat of milk. 


SWEET CREAM. Sweet cream (coffce 
cream) is that portion of milk, rich in 
milk fat, which is separated from it by 
centrifugal force and is fresh and clean 
and contains not less than eighteen (18) 
per cent milk fat and the acidity of which 
is not more than 0.20 per cent lactic acid. 
Sour cream is a portion of milk which 
contains not less than eighteen (18) per 
cent milk fat and the acidity of which is 
more than 0.20 per cent, expressed as 
lactic acid. Whipping cream is cream 
which contains not less than thirty (30) 
per cent milk fat. 


VITAMIN D MILK is milk to which ha: 
been added vitamin D by a method ap 
proved by the American Medical Associa 
tion. The cap shall state the number o 
units of vitamin D contained in one quart 
The cost of the biochemical assays sha] 
be paid by the dairy selling the same. 


SKIMMED MILK. Skimmed milk ji 
milk from which a portion or all milk fa 


‘*has been removed. 


BUTTERMILK. Buttermilk is a proée 
uct that remains when fat is removed fro1 
milk or cream (sweet or sour) by tr 
process of churning. Cultured buttermi: 
is the product obtained by souring pa 
teurized skimmed milk or partial 
skimmed milk or milk by means of a sui 
able lactic acid culture. 


CHOCOLATE MILK. Chocolate mi 
is a clean wholesome product produced | 
combining in a sanitary manner milk ar 
clean pure chocolate cocoa or cocoa syru 
the finished product containing not le 
than three (8) per cent milk fat. 


PASTEURIZED MILK. Pasteuriz 
milk is ‘obtained by a process of heati 
every particle of the milk to a tempe: 
ture not less than 14814° F. and mainta 
ing such temperature for thirty minu 
in pasteurization apparatus approved 
the Department of Health provided -w 
indicating thermometer and appro 
recording thermometer with chart, b 
indicating a temperature of 14314° 
throughout the holding period. E 
pasteurizing unit must be equipped wit’ 
recording thermometer. All record 
charts must be dated and kept on file 
the dairy for ninety days. No milk 
milk products shall be pasteurized m 
than once, and after pasteurization, 
be cooled promptly to a temperature 
50° F. or below until delivered to the « 
sumer. 


CERTIFIED MILK. Certified milk 
produced and handled in conformity \ 
the methods and standards certified by 
American Association of Medical 1 
Commissions and approved by the Mi 
gan Department of Health and the 
Department of Health. 


GRADE A MILK. Grade A milk 
whole milk, raw or pasteurized, wit 
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butterfat content of not less than three 
and one-half (3.5) per cent milk fat, 
which is produced and bottled upon any 
dairy farm, conforming with the rules and 
regulations of the Michigan Department 
of Health and the Lansing Department of 
Health. 


GOATS MILK. Goats milk is the fresh, 
clean,  lacteal secretion free from 
colestrum obtained by the complete milk- 
ing of one or more healthy animals prop- 
erly fed and kept and tested and examined 
at least once a year and found to be free 
of Tuberculosis, Bang’s disease and strep- 
tococcic mastitis regardless of whether 
milk is sold as pasteurized or raw and 
must be labeled as goats milk and pro- 
duced, handled, stored and transported 
n conformity with the standards of milk 
And cream. 


MILK PLANT. A milk plant is any 

bDlace, or premises, or establishment where 
milk or milk products are _ collected, 
andled, processed, stored, bottled, pas- 
eurized or prepared for distribution. 


Section 2. No person, firm or corpora- 
on shall engage in the sale, delivery or 
ansportation of milk or milk products, 
r offer the same for sale within the City

of charge. 


fth: Said application shall contain 
greement to be signed by the producer 
miry owner, that any duly authorized 
t of the Lansing Department. of 
h may enter upon his premises for 
ection purposes. 
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Sixth: An agreement that the Lansing 
Department of Health, or its representa- 
tives, may inspect at any time the methods 
and utensils employed by said applicant 
for handling milk or milk products and 
earing for the same when received. 


Section 4. Upon the signing of such 
application by the applicant, or someone 
duly authorized by him in writing, said 
Board of Health shall make or cause to 
be made, an investigation to ascertain 
whether such applicant and those who 
furnish milk or milk products for such 
applicant, are in a position to™~ observe, 
and are willing to observe, the terms and 
conditions of this ordinance. If it shall 
appear to said Board of Health that said 
applicant is in a position to furnish clean, 
pure, wholesome and unadulterated milk 
or milk products to his customers, then 
said board shall endorse upon such appli- 
cation a favorable report and transmit the 
application to the city clerk, who shall 
issue a license upon payment to the city 
clerk the following fees: 


FEES— 
For each milk plant, $5.00 per year. 


For each Grade A farm, $5.00 per 
year. 


For each vehicle engaged in  de- 
livering milk and milk products, $1.00 
per year. 


For each vehicle engaged in trans- 
perting milk from producer to licensed 
milk plant, $1.00 per year. 


Section 5. Licenses shall be issued only 
to the owner or owners of a dairy plant 
or Grade A farm. The city clerk shall 
number each license consecutively in the 
order of its issuance and the licensee, if a 
distributor of milk or milk products, shall 
at all times have his name and the number 
ef his license displayed in plain letters on 
both the right and left sides of each vehi- 
cle used in the conveyance, sale or dis- 
tribution of milk or milk products. 
Licenses shall not be transferable. No 
license shall be issued until the applica- 
tion therefor has been approved by the 
Board of Health. Any license may be re- 
voked by the Board of Health at its discre- 
tion when it is found after due hearing 
that the licensee has failed to conform 
with the provisions of this ordinance. 


Section 6. The following are the rules 
for the production, transportation, han- 


dling and delivering of all milk and milk 
products within the City of Lansing: 


GRADES— 


(a) All milk and milk products must be 
of one of the following grades: 


Certified—Raw or pasteurized. 


Grade A—Raw or pasteurized. 
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Pasteurized milk and cream. 


Certified milk and cream and Grade A 
oe and cream shall be sold in bottles 
only. 


All milk products, excepting certified 
and Grade A raw cream, must be  pas- 
teurized and so sold and labeled. 


BACTERIA COUNTS— 


Pasteurized milk, pasteurized cream, 
Grade A milk and Grade A cream shall 
have an average bacterial count of less 
than 60,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. 
No milk prior to pasteurization shall have 
an average bacteria count in excess of 
500,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. 


BOTTLE CAPS— 


(b) Milk bottle caps and parchment 
paper used for containing milk shall be 
purchased and stored only in sanitary 
tubes and cartons, respectively, and shall be 
kept therein until used. Each milk bottle 
cap must be plainly labeled with the name 
of the dairy and the grade of milk there- 
in contained and whether pasteurized or 
raw. 


COWS, TUBERCULOSIS AND OTHER 
DISEASES— 


(c) All milk must come from cows free 
from tuberculosis or other contagious dis- 
eases as determined by tests made by 
veterinarians approved by the Michigan 
State Department of Agriculture. Such milk 
and cream must be produced on farms ap- 
proved by the Lansing Department of 
Health. , 


TESTS CONCERNING RAW MILK— 


All raw milk sold in the City of lLan- 
sing must be produced by cows free from 
tuberculosis, Bang’s disease and strepto- 
coccic mastitis, as determined by physical 
and bacteriological examination and other 
approved tests. Tests shall be made at 
least once a year by a veterinarian ap- 
proved by the State Department of Agri- 
culture and the Lansing Board of Health. 
If reactors are found the herd must be 
retested every three months until two suc- 
cessive negative tests are completed. 


. If the milk is sold as pasteurized milk 
the producer shall agree to cooperate fully 
with Federal and State authorities in the 
conducting of tests now or hereafter re- 
quired. Milk from cows suffering from 
any disease whatsoever must be excluded 
from the city milk supply. 


FARMS— 
‘(d) A dairy or milking barn shall be 


required and such sections thereof where- 
in cows are milked shall have at least one 
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square foot of light, and at least 400 cubic 
ft. of air space for each stanchion and shall 


be well ventilated. The floors and gutters of : 


such parts of all dairy barns in which 
cows are milked shall be constructed of 
concrete or other impervious and easily 
cleaned material approved by the Depart- 
ment of Health and shall be graded and 
drained properly, shall be kept clean and 
in good repair. All other animals must 
be partitioned off from the milking stable. 
The barn yard shall be well drained, and 
Manure removed, stored or disposed of 
in such manner as best to prevent the 
breeding of flies therein. It must be re- 
moved at least twenty-five (25) feet from 
any part of the barn. 


MILK HOUSES— 


(e) Each producer must have a prop 
erly constructed milk house for the han 
dling, cooling and storing of milk an 
stoning of cans and utensils. It shall b 
provided with a tight floor, constructed o 
concrete or other impervious materials 
kept in good repair and properly drainec 
The walls and ceiling shall be sealed pror 


-erly and kept clean and in good repai! 


It shall be well lighted and ventilated, sha 
have all openings effectively screened, ir 
cluding outward openings and a self clo: 
ing door to prevent the entrance of flie 
The milk house shall not open direct!) 
into the stable. It shall have an insulate 
tank with cover, approved by the Depar 
ment of Health. Such tank shall be su: 
plied with water direct from the well. T!

FARM UTENSILS— 


(f) All utensils used in the handlir 
storage and transportation of milk sh 
be of non-absorbent material so as to. 
easily cleaned and kept in good repa

pair and rubber tubing in a good con 
tion. Milk pails shall be of a design : 
proved by the Department of Health. 
containers and utensils used for 
handling of milk must be thoroug 
washed within an hour after each us:

hibited). Such utensils shall be stored 
as to prevent contamination before ag 
being used.

(g) Every dairy farm shall be provided 
with a sanitary toilet conveniently located 
and properly constructed and maintained 
so that the waste is inaccessible to flies 
and does not pollute the surface soil or 
contaminate any water supply. 


MILK PLANTS— 


(h) The floors, including platforms and 
stairs of all rooms in which milk is 
handled, shall be constructed of good qual- 
ity impervious material, shall be smooth, 
eraded to drain, in good repair and 
quipped with adequate trapped drains. 
oints between fioors and walls are to be 
constructed so as to be impervious and 
pasily cleaned. Walls and ceilings of 
ooms in which milk is handled shall be 
bf material that is impervious and smooth 
br shall be painted or otherwise treated 
o as to have an impervious, smooth sur- 
ace. They shall be kept clean at all times 
nd shall be adequately ventilated so as to 
revent condensation on ceiling and walls. 
All openings, including skylights and tran- 
oms, shall be effectively screened during 
y season, with tight fitting screens. 
ereen doors shall be self-closing and shall 
pen outward. All rooms shall be well 
ghted to insure efficient working condi- 
ons. 


ILK PLANT EQUIPMENT— 


(i) All equipment, pipe lines, pumps, 
d other utensils used in handling and 
prage of milk or milk products shall be 
good condition, properly tinned and of 
type approved by the Department of 
balth. Milk and cream coolers must be 
the enclosed type. Bottles and con- 
ners must be filled and capped by me- 
anical bottler and capper. All ma- 
inery, cans, bottles and other utensils 
hich come in contact with milk or milk 
pducts shall be thoroughly washed and 
rilized by a method approved by the De- 
rtment of Health. Plants shall ‘be 
bvided with an accessible, adequate sup- 
of water of safe and sanitary quality. 
vatory facilities conveniently located for 
plant personnel, shall be provided, in- 
ding hot and cold running water, soap 
i towels. Plants shall be provided with 
quate sanitary toilet facilities, which 
t be kept clean, in good repair, and 
1 ventilated and lighted. 


TITLES, UNDER QUARANTINE— 


) No milk bottles shall be collected 
m premises under quarantine or after- 
ds until such bottles are washed and 
ilized in accordance with regulations 
he Board of Health. 
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MILK BOTTLES AND CONTAINERS— 


(k) Milk and milk products shall not 
be sold or delivered except in bottles or 
containers approved by the Department of 
Health. Such containers, except bottles, 
shall be not less than one gallon in capac- 
ity. Such containers of one gallon or over 
shall be employed only for wholesale use. 
Bottles and all containers must be filled 
at a licensed dairy plant. 


ADULTERATIONS— 


Section 7. No person, firm or corporation 
shall sell or deliver or have in its pos- 
session any milk or milk products in- 
tended for consumption in the City of 
Lansing which has been misbranded or 
adulterated, or which contains any preser- 
vatives or unwholesome ingredients or 
which is contained in bottles or other con- 
tainers not properly washed and sterilized 
or which has been transported, stored in 
an unclean place or kept at a tempera- 
ture above 50° F., or which has a milk 
fat content less than 3.5 per cent, or 
which has been produced from cows that 
are improperly fed or kept in an unclean 
place or which are diseased. No milk or 
milk products shall be sold in the City of 
Lansing from any dairy where dangerous 
diseases exists or are suspected to exist 
or where a carrier of such dangerous dis- 
ease is known to be present. 


ADVERTISING— 


Section 8. Any person producing milk 
or milk products for sale or selling milk 
or milk products in any manner or form 
within the City of Lansing who advertises, 
publishes or makes any false statement in 
regard to the cows from which he obtains 
milk having been examined for _ tuber- 
culosis or any other infectious disease ,un- 
der the provisions of this ordinance, or 
makes any untrue or false statements, re- 
garding the condition of his herd, the 
purity of his milk or milk products, the 
premises from which his milk comes, the 
methods of handling, cooling and distribut- 
ing of his milk or milk products, shal] be 
deemed guilty of a violation of this ordi- 
nance. 


HOURS OF DELIVERY— 


Section 9. During the period from 
October 1st of each year to April 30th 
of the succeeding year, no person, firm or 
corporation shall deliver any milk or cream 
to any residence, except between the hours 
of 7:00 a. m. and 7:00 p. m., Eastern 
Standard Time, or to any place of busi- 
ness, except between the hours of 4 a. m. 
and 7 p. m., Eastern Standard Time, of 
any day, provided, however, that the 
hours during which delivery may be made 
can be changed by the Department of 
Health, when in their judgment the public 
health and welfare requires such change, 
provided, however, that thiz section shall 
not be applicable in any case where such 
person, firm or corporation shall have ob- 
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tained permission, due to an emergency 
from the Department of Health of the City 
of Lansing to make delivery and operate 
a vehicle or vehicles during the remain- 
ing hours of any day, provided, however, 
that this section shall not apply to the 
delivery or raw milk or cream for pas- 
teurizing to a licensed pasteurizing plant. 


TRANSPORTING MILK TO MILK 
PLANTS— 


Section 10. All vehicles used for the 
transportation of milk or milk products 
from the producer to milk plant or dis- 
tributor shall be so equipped or insulated 
as to protect the milk or milk products 
from a temperature variation of more 
than 2° F. No milk plant shall receive 
and accept any milk above the tempera- 
ture of 60° F. 


CONDEMNED MILK— 


Section 11. The Department of Health 
may condemn, seize, confiscate, pour out, 
color or denaturize any milk or milk prod- 
ucts constituting a violation of this ordi- 
nance. It may also condemn any bottle, 
can, vessel, receptacle or other container 
that is not in proper condition or is un- 
clean or unsanitary. 


PLACE SERVING MILK— 


Section 12. Any person owning, man- 
aging or operating any hotel, restaurant 
or other place where meals or lunches are 
served or sold in this city, who shall serve, 
sell or expose milk products for sale, shall 
be subject to the requirements of this or- 
dinance, and the inspection herein pro- 
vided for. Milk shall only be served at 
restaurants or other public places in the 
ga bottle as delivered from a licensed 
airy. 


TO ENTER PREMISES FOR 
INSPECTION— 


Section 13. The Department of Health 
or its authorized representatives shall have 
the right at any and all times to enter the 
premises of anyone licensed under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, to examine, in- 
spect and to appropriate a_ sufficient 
amount of milk or milk products for 
examination and analysis. 


THE USE OF MILK AND 
CREAM BOTTLES— 


Section 14. The use of milk and cream 
bottles for any purpose other than the stor- 
age and delivery of milk and milk prod- 
ucts, is hereby prohibited. It shall be un- 
lawful to place in any bottle or container 
that is commonly used for storage and de- 
livery of milk and cream, any filthy or 
offensive substance, or any refuse matter 
of any kind or to use any such container 
for cooking or heating or for any house- 
hold or laboratory use whatever. No milk 
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or cream bottle shall be placed or thrown 
in any garbage or rubbish can or con- 
tainer, or transporter along with ashes, 
rubbish or other refuse. 


Section 15. The Board of Health shall 
appoint farm inspectors who shall per- 
form the milk inspection services required 
by this ordinance. 


- Section 16. The Board of Health may 
from time to time adopt such other rules 
and regulations as it may deem necessary 
to govern the production, sale and inspec- 
tion of milk and milk products and inspec- 
tion of dairies and dairy farms from which 
milk is being produced for consumption in 
the City of Lansing. 


Section 17. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance or the 
rules and regulations of the Board of 
Health or any agreements contained in the 
application for a license under this ordi- 
nance, shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00) o1 
more than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) 
or by imprisonment of not more thar 
ninety days or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment in the discretion of the court 


Section 18. Should any section, para 
graph, sentence, clause or phrase of thi 
ordinance be declared unconstitutional o 
invalid the remainder of the ordinance shal 
not be affected thereby. 


Section 19. All ordinances and parts o 
ordinances in conflict with this ordinanc 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 20. This ordinance is deemed t 
be immediately necessary for the preserve 
tion of the public peace, health and safet: 
and shall be given immediate effect.
